T berc+ 
fore "tis madneſs to place our felicity out of our own 
reach, orto meaſure Honour or Repure by any other 
Standard than the Opinion we conceive of it our 
ſelves : It being unpoſſible ro find a general agreement 
in any good or evil report ; The Raign of Queen E- 
lizaberh being no leſs traduced, than that of Richard 
the Third is juſtificd, 

Be not therefore licoriſh after Fame, found by expe- 
ricace to carry a trumpet, that doth for the moſt part 
congregate more Enemies than Friends. 
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If you duly conſider the inconſtancy of Common Ap- 
plaſe ,, and how many bave had their Fame broken up- 
on the ſame Wheel that railed ir, and putfed out by 
their breath that kindled the firſt report of it, you 
would be as little clevarted with the (miles, as deje- 
{ted by the frowns of this gawdy Goddeſs, formed 
like YVenw, out of no more ſolid matter than the Foam 
of the People, found by experience to have poyſoned 
more than ever ſhe cured; Being fo volatile, as ſhe is 
unable of fixation in the richelt Jewels of Nature, 
Vertue, or Grace: The compoktion of that Body 
wholly conſiſting of contradictions, no readier to ſet 
vp this day, than ſhe may be to pull down the next: 

his renders it the loweſt puerility to be pleaſed or an- 
gry at Reports : Good being inflamed, and Evil quen- 
ched, by nothing ſooner than a conſtant neglect. 

9. Oftentation of Birth,at no time decent,cannot in this 
be ſale, wherein the very Foundations of Honoxry are not 
only ſhaken bur laid bare : Beſides, many are fo abu-

And under this Head 
may deadeces all Panel Laws, laid upon faults aot 
really prejudicial to the State: Nor can a too rigid {cru- 
tiny,cither after perſonal lapſes in Manners,or uncourth 
Feaets in Religion, produce any good cfies to a 
Commonwealth where no I,gaeſnion is, which under 
the Papacy draws the Envy wholly upon the Church, 
madeincapable not only by Cuſtom, bur an awtul Re- 
verence of all revenge. 
19% Another errour may happen ( cſpecizlly-where 
a Freemrate is founded in Arms ) by conceding too 
cat apower to the Seuldiery;, who like the tpirits ot 
wrers, do oftentimes tcar their Maſtcrs and Rai 
ſes in pieces, for want of other Imploymeat Therc- 
fore kince it is beyond the plenty of any Nation t£ 
won a Reward ſutable tothe opinion they has 
of their own merit, it behoves the Supream Power 1 
bury their Covetouſneſs and Ambition in the fields © 
others by a ForeignWar,yet as little rotheir Cilconter:? 
as may be; always giving them the honour of goo!

touſnels and Ambion, tek to lodge others under the 
roof of ſuch Inftitates as they believe not themſelves, 
yet employ all their Art, Sufficiency and Endeavour, 
to make them pals tor authenrick, and the pure mind 
of God ; like Juglers, that beguile our lenſes with what 
1s nor, to have the betrer opportunity to pick our pock- 
ers of what is really uſcful co themſelves : For as the 
more ſubtile wind got into the narrow and delicate 
parts of our body, is able to aft the Stone, Gour, and 
other molt acute diſcaſes, not really pretenr. So doth 
Superſtition repreſent in this changeable and concave 
glaſs of a ſuborned Conſcience, things for ſinful, thatare 
indeed but natural and indiftereat; and other pious,that 
are really vain and deſtruftive : The proſecution of 
which leads readily to Athciſm, or an over#biaſled Ho- 
lineſs, which profecures all that carry the impreſs of any 
contrary 1 enets. 

20. Fly that ſelf murdering Tyrant Obſtinacie, who, 
lixe our Witches, is,not ſcldom found to pamper the 
Imps of Herefie with her own blood: being nor only 
now, but from all Antiquicy, able ro bring clouds of 
vitneſſes to the ſtake, for the proof of the wildeſt Opi- 
mons. And, if I am not wuch miſtaken, from rhe rever- 
beration of her heart, the flames of the aricient Perlecu» 
tions.as well as thoſe that followed were at lealt increa- 
ſed, il not Kindled.

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21. All Religions but ours, are accounted idola- 
trous ; and Idelatry is a milpriſon of the true Worſlup, in 
licu of which ſome other is intruded upon belief, 
more catching to ſenſe and auſpicious to Lepgiſla- 
tors Deligns, than that purer reverence due only to 
the honour aud periect will of God : before which 
it is very ordinary with unſantified Politicians to inter- 
jet ſuch falſe meduons as mayflatrer or terrific their lul- 
j:zQts into an awtul Obedicace of themſclves and theu 
Laws. I heretore, ſince nothing in external Worſhip can 
be performed but in ſome polture, or aſter this or that 
manner, Which Unity and Time will ſoon make general, 
and fo concoCt what was formerly indifferent, into a 
religious Ceremony ; by which, Superſtition, if not [dola- 
rry, hath ſtole into the Roman Church ,, who by unpolng 
a neceſſity upon what was at firſt poſſibly a miſtake, 
Or a ineer extravagancy, have bred ſuch a reverence in 
their people toward things proceeding perhaÞs from 

no higher inſpiration than the breath of Authority, 
that rhey expeft no ſalvation without them ; which 
fond over-weaning may juſtly bring many laudable 
Cuſtoms, deriyed to us from an unqueſtioned amient 
T rads:n, into the fame predicament the Brazen Ser- 
pert fell, when by the 7Zews it was abuſed to Idolatry : 
which, though a Type of our Saviour, was it iclt with- 
out queſtion lawfully dwfigxred: This makes me con- 
feſs, chat though 1 honour ancient Tradition with the 
higheſt=--, Icannot be of rhat ſpirit to conreft for her 
( or againſt her ) wnto blood, Burt do rather believe 
the cruel Contention begun between the Greek and 
Latine Churches, about the time of Eaſter, reſulted from 
Ambition more than Piety, as may appear by the un- 
happy conſcquences of that ſtrife. T his may perſwade to 
a Conformity with ſuch Governments, as explode 
former modes vicd in the external worſhip of God :

Rabble, it once emancipated our of the Ferrers, their 
tormer Creed confined them to, value the Church, as 
they do the old Coins they dig up, which they take for 
Counters, becauſe they fiad them ſubject to ruſt, and 
are not able by reaſon of their Romer Inſcriptions (the 
Charalter of rhe Beaſt, which opinion rather than judg- 
ment imagines them branded withal ) to make them

23. But ifSr. Peter's pretended Succeſſor, the Pope, 
be found guilry of ſuch erroneous miſtakes, it cannot 
be ſo much a Soleciſm in Reaſon with our Seekers to 
place St. Thomas in the Chair ; believing, like him, 
no more than lies patent to humane underſtanding, 
which is as much as can decently be impoſed upon a 
new Believer without a Miracle: Reaſon being all 
the Touchſtone beſides left in our hands, to diſtinguiſh 
this Gold from the droſs, they pretend our Religion 
hath contraſted. The Scripture alone ſeeming, un- 
able, by reaſon of her divers Readings, and the ieveral 
ſounds, variety of Expoſitions have pur upon it, to de- 
cide all differences : Beſides the long aboad ſhe h 
made at Rowe ( where who knows whether or ne 
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how far that Biſhop hath put in his foot ? ) may render 
her in ſome opinions, ſuſpeted, as participating 
of the like Corruptions, we fee maniftelted mm 
Tranſl3tions : So as it may poſlibly be wiſhed, Learn- 
ing had never taken her out of the hands of Trad: 
tion ; where for many years ſhe remained with wore 
quiet than eyer ſhe enjoyed fince ſhe grew domeſtical 
with all ſorts of underſtandings, who have been con- 
nived at by the State ( how prudently 1 dare not 
determine ) whileſt they cut her more ſhort, or extend- 
ed her longer, as beſt fitted their eads and occaltions. 
Nowif Faith be not allowed to be taken implicitly from 
the Authority of any Church, a freedom of choice, by 
conſequence will reſult to all, by which Salvation mult 
be wrought out: And in this wilderneſs of conren- 
tion we have no better guide to follow than Keaſor, 
found the ſame for many thouſands of years, theugh 
Belief hath been obſerved to vary every Age And inc 
ſo conſiderable a falſhood is thought ro be diſcovered 
by our Governours, in the Clergies Tenet, for the 
impunity of Kings 1, why may not their poor Subjects 
be untiatished about the Place they ſhall reccive their 
own Reward or puniſhment in after this Lite z or what 
elſc may befal theſe duſty Bodies of outs ?

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# the perpetual commerce of ſuch weak Creatures, who 
may lomerimes enjoy a glimmering of them,as theNor- 
thern inhabitants do of the Sun in Winter, not perma- 
nent longer than they are able ro fan away the dark 
Clouds of infidelity, which dims their L'ghe upon the 
abſence of the Ecſtalie : Whereas Reaſon pallſeth in an 
univerſal commerce being of an unqueſtioned alloy, 
and therefore likclieſt ro be the Oracles of the ever- 
living God, faid by Solomon to have ſquared the barrs 
of the Earth by ber rale, and fo not improbably fup- 
poſed to have mgatured out a way to Heaven by 
her Line. St. Pai allows the notice of Gods umverſal 
Goodneſs for a ſufficient evidence to convince the 
difobedient Heathen ; and may not the ſame as 
well fave the faithful obſervers of the purer Law 
of Nature ? ſhall the righteous Judge of all things 
be found with two weights, one to fave, anotner 
ro damn by ? Reaſox only command: belief, all things 
clie beg it, fo far as the moſt itupendious Afrracles 
that ever were, cannot confute , though *cis pol- 
ſible they may fitence it for a time; But Belief 
chanzeth, and impairing or mending implies a wear* 
ing out imperfections ;, Keaſen is uncapable of remain- 
ing the ſame forever as the molt faith{ul guide to 
our Maker.

Manifeſt in Charles Duke of 
Burgundy, ani many others ealie to be produced, who 
out of a ridiculous Gary, did forfeic his preſent felict- 
ry, together with his life, in an Imprudent expedition a- 
gainlt the Helverians,, who, with half the charge be was 
at tOrane hunſelf, might have bired them to deſtroy on: 
another. And all this was attempred upon no ſtronger 
a mediation or Aſſurance than that ot Hope, and thc 
incourazement of thoſe ſuborned to betray his youth in- 
to the hands of Fortune. From whence may be deduced 
this wholeſome Aphoriſm of State; That what is ſafe can 
hardly prove diſhonourable : the report or Opinion of fo 
reegners being as far below 4 Prixce as Prudence \s above 
valouy; Nortunlikely to be the reaſon fo few Nation:

malevolence rendred, through Fears and Jealouſic , ge- 
neral, and not ſeldom contradicted out of falſe ſug- 
geſtions, might be rebated ; And the more powerful lete 
at better leiſure to attend the motions of the Orroman 
Family, and to ſtop the leaks of Hereſie and Schiſm, 
which if ſuffered to rus on, will ſfocate the power,if not 
atally eclipſe the external glory of the Coriſtian Relig» 
an. Norcan a better cauſe be found, why che Popes 
power over Kings ( no queſtion at firſt uſurp*d ) ſhould 
ſtill remain floating bertwixt the bladders of 7gnorarce 
and Superſtition, but that be is able to ſom-nt a party 
amongſt theſe, which he can increaſe out of the natives 
of any Nation that doth oppoſe him. Thus, as it were 
through an Antiperiſtaſi railed between a burning zeal 
in the people, and fear of the Prince, he comes to domi- 
neer over all alike, but thoſe have crept from under his 
Cinſures,who are nevertheleſs liable to his Laſh,at ſome 
time or other,in reſpeCt of the number of Seminaries he 
hath ready(yet unpaid by himſelf)ro vindicate his quar- 
rel; in every place.

Nor have the German Princes remained long tongue: 
ty'd inthis behalf, no more than their Ceſar z; who may 
be the berter excuſed, as having done it ſometimes to 
prevent a more immediate danger from them at home. 
It being common with theſe perry Governments to hatch

have done ; the blemiſhes of which it goes againſt the 
= of my Profeſſion to diſcover : Though 1 wonder 
rom the inſpiration of what Spirie we come to proſe- 

cute the followers of an unrevealed Anti-Chrilt, for

"Through which is :juſtified that common Imprudence 


& general in the world, where men proſecute a ſmall da 


mage from a neighbour, with a fiercer revenge, than a grea- 
ter ſuſtained by an enemy ;, like Conmes,t hat may be obe 
ſerved to tear and tight with thoſe of their own kind, 
but will make no reliltance agaiuſt the Pol-Car, the com- 
mon Enemy of all. And thus do our high-noſed Hypo- 
critical Zealors that pretend to ſmell rank 1dolarry in 
all Profeſſions but their own : yet in the mean time are 
found not only to neglett the open and profelled A4n- 
tagoniſts of C briſt, but with Pharaobs lean Kine, ate obs 
ſerved to devour the Revenues, and take the FHowſes of 
God into Poſſeſſion , under the pretence of a Reformats- 
on; firſt begun in Germany, which, as ſome have 
thought, was left by providence to the Aaſtrian Fami- 
ly, not out of Gods wrath, but a tender care of the 


Chriſtian Affairs.

toraile him ; as if he had looked upon the throwingf 
of his Brother into Tibey, and the laying his Siftr 
upon the Bed of Inceſt, as a good Portent of his furureh * 


greatneſs; whole Srery though ſomethiog gelr by rex

excepted, as a Fly may cover in an ordinary Globe. Do 
not theſe yain pleaders give the Devil more than (1 
hope ) is his due ? contrary tothe verdict paſled by 
God himſelf, who faith, The Earth is the Lords and all 
that therein i ,, without excepting thoſe many and valt 
Territorics, too happy,rich and fair, to be let out to 
the Prince of Darknefs by the great and magnificent 
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14- The whole ſcope of the more charitable Turk- 
i Deitrine, concludes in theſe Uſes ; The Honor of 
God, Obedience to their Prince, Mutual Love, Reſo- 
lution in War, with an invincible Patience in bearing 
all Terreſtrial wants: The laſt, as a Hoop co g 
the reſt, by which they are rendred the righteſt Vellels 
againſt Sedition, and the apteſt to retain all things 
neccll..ry £0 compliance in Government.

red 4; being bred ovly in expectation of Afijery berr, 
and fo more guilty than ſenile of that ridiculous fol.

time in the lervice of Gods that bave neither Fyes to fer, 
Earito bear , nor Wills to help fach as pray to them: 
For this Stupidacls once found in that we have been 
tavght to make the Oty i of aur Wor ſoup, and joyning 
forces with the Afitons, that do ordinarily attend the 
Beſt, and the Bejogs not obſerved to baulk the moſt 
Impious; T his, | fay, doth ofteg hurry loch as have had 
their hopes deluded, or adjourned beyond the extent 
of a ſmall Faith, into wrerchleſs Jafidelury, or which is 
worſe, a low and deſpicable opimon of their Afaker; 
avoided by the Mabemerans, who look for no remoter 
cauſes of Afiiftions, than what refult from perſonal 
miſcarriages, or the will of thoſe in Authority ;, aſſign- 
hg their Maker an higher imployment than the at 

tending or accompliſhing our carthly defires, which if 
attained, they might poſſibly hinder us trom greater 
in Heaven, to which this World s but a troubleſome 
and dark paſſage. Nor can the Tarts prevarications 
upon a moſt partial Scrotioy, bear that ſtreſs of wick- 
edncts the more ſeared Confciences of forme Chriffians 
do daily endure, manifeſt jn the French Aafſacvre ; 
the foulnels of which Story hath not yet been matched 
by Mahbemer, or any of his Dikciples, never found to 
have born ſuch birter fruit. 

But not to inſiſt upon the Equity or Reaſon of their 
Lew, it gives them ( as the Prieits manage it ) a fa- 
tisfatory pretence, to clteem all ways decent and 
conſonant to Religion, that are able or likely to cn- 
large their Empire: Not queſtioning the Quarrel 
no more than the future happineſs of fuch fouls as 
have the Fate toexpire in it. And if upbraided here- 
wth, they delire the Pope to Catechitte his moſt co:

Can there be a canker blaſphemy of 
fered againſt the Lord of Hoſts than to ſer up his Srer- 
dard in fo vaſt and fanguine a field of Ambition; and the 
Croſs of his Son in a greater Golgoths than that where- 
in he was crucified ? And all this under pretence of 
Religion, as if God were lefs jealous of the honor of his 
Church, than the Priefts were of their Temple, into the 
Veige of which rhey would not admit the price of 
blood ; moch lefs then can the Judge of all things ac- 
cept the perſons of thoſe that ſhed it. 

16. The awfalzeſ; the Turks bear to the Name of God 
is 0 great, that they dare nor imploy the paper where- 
in they find it written to any baſe office, but leave it hid 
ia 4 hole to the farther diſpoſfure of che Owners pro- 
vidence ;, and therefore pollibly not lo likely as Chreſti- 
an: ( who ob{erve noſuch decency ) to call it to the wit- 
neſs of an ontruth ; much to the advantage of Governors 
there, as it might be in Chriſtendom, did Caſtotn or Laws 
ſcrew the peoples minds up to as high an eſteem of it. 
Neither would this leſſen, but increaſe the benefit 
States men make by diſpenſing with its abuſe, which is 
now fo oken and grofly prattaed, as it is apparent to 
the multitude, who are apter to follow the etonple 
of their Kings, than the Dettrine of their Teachers 3 
and might, ( if any apparition of Juſtice or Religi- 
on were extant in their Governors ) have theif Paſs 
ons, asthe Tarts ſtirred up to approbartion or diſlikes 
proportionable ro the more or eſs diſmal relations 
their Prieffs read to them out of their Mahimeter 
Legend, fo much the more excuſable, becauſe the awe 
born to theſe, though but Filtiens, doth help to

17. This proves, A f alſe Religion dath conmibuce more 
to ſafety, than Athesſm, or a ſtupid negleQt of all Wor. 
ſhip , and that « Clergy « of excellent Concernment, pro- 
vided they keep clole in their DoQtrine, to Reaſon of 
Srate ; not to be brought about, but through the me- 
diation of their own —_— nothing io cafily bref 
ſed, as comfortable Loway ſevere Deaths or pu 
niſhments, in caſe their exhortations go coutrary to 
the grain of the Civil Goverament z, whole Adminiſtra- 
tors have not fo much cauſe rocomplain of the Charch- 
men for their recoiling, fince by their trequent ſetting 
vpon the people, they raught them at lait co worry 
themiclves : their T ongue like a Sword, being as wel 
able ro wound one tide as another, and moves accord- 
ing as it is enclined by profit or fear : Neicher can any 
breach they have formerly made in the affairs of theu 
Patrons, diſparage the Cafing, more than it doth a prece 
of Or ayance, that being loſt through mmprodence and 
miſcarriage, doth after batter down the houſe of her 
Founder all their Fulminations tend that way, to 
which the Hand that fills their Bellies is plcaſed ro dirett 
them; there being none caher warped than they, nor 
more violent aſſcrtors of what their own Wiſdom or 
EEE 
were calily deduci ings 4 
which gives me the boldneſs to believe, chat if all, 
which is without + rs the Charches, were reſtored, 
and the digni their T encts and Calling vindicated, 
the truly would comply with any Government, 
out of Conſcience, and the reſt, batter contrary Par- 
tics in hope of Preferment. 

Such as look upon the Aabumeran Profeſſion as of the 
groiler alloy, becauſe fo far fubſervient to worldly 


Policy,that the Grandes and Procfts, luke Jugglers, carry 
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the coal of zeal only in their mouths, not being heated 
themſelves with what they go about to enflame others; 
ſuffering the Threats and Promiſes to riſe no higher, or 
fall no lower, than ſuirs with the Politick reaches of the 
Prince 4 may find other Courrs ſtanding in as prophane 
a Poſture, cipecially that of Rowe, ( not unworthily 
looked upon tor the Magazine from whence the reſt of 
the World is ſupplied, wich Wiſdom, ſhall 1 call ir, or 
Deceit ) where Churchmen, like Burning glaſſes, caſt 
the Rays of a Celeſtial Fire into the Conſciences of 0. 
thers 3 carrying in the mean time, themſelves, a cold, 
Cryſtalline, and Fragil Creed, towards what they ene 
deavour to inform the People ;, taking upon then) a 
publick care of Sau{s,out of a no more religious reſpect, 
than to provide againſt their private wants; yet con- 
nived at here, as well as by all wiſe Princes elſe, becauſe 
Law can promote no Good; nor prevent Evil, but 
what is open to publick coprmzance , whereas Relbgion 
penetrates fo low, as to erect a Tribunal in 
migd, where Imagination firs ke a terrible Judge, 
onouncing the charge ſhe harh been taught from 
er, Cuſtom, and Education z, which, the 
compunCtion of a tender Conſcience, doth fo the 
moſt intrinſick thoughts of all prepoſſeſſed with the 
dread of a furnre accommt,as t'ey do not ſeldom confeſs 
themſelves guilty of ſuch hainous offences, as none 
&þ are able to accuſe them for ; expecting more eaſe 
from the ſentence of the publick Aagiftraze, than they 
can find in their private Conſciences, which daily ex-. 
cruciate them with the terrours of Hell, and the loſs of 
Heaven, To conclude, By the beat of = 4 mary 
Virtues are hatched, atid more Vice: ſtifled in the ſhell. 
18, Yet little is obſervable in the &ires of Mabianity 
that is Chargeable to perform, of grievew to the Na- 
ture of Man, Perhaps the caule why Sacrifice is no 
taken in; amongſt number bf things borrowed 
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from the Jews ; as thinking it incongruous with a Di- 
vine Eſſence,tobe appeaſed or delighted by the loſs and 
blood of poor Creatures, incapable of the will or 
Power to tranſgrels, though inclination to Op 
preſſion, Covetouſneſs, and Croelty, is no more 
a ſtranger to their Natures than ours ; which proves 
Sin an efſett of Law and Conſtraint, rather than of Li- 
berty or Nature. But the People of God had a higher 
Proipett from theſe bloody Crremorres, than tht dark 
Miſt about Aabaner would ſuffer him, or any other 
out of the true Church to apprehend ;, elſe Wolves, 
and not Sheep. had furniſhed their Alcars. Neither did 
this new State Founder believe any merit could refde 
in a voluntary Aaceration, a gow re of our Bodies, 
( as if the moſt merciful God, confelled ro have pre» 
pared in future all caleſtial beatirades for thoſe that 
love him, ſhould for the preſent fo far diveſt that 
nature, as to delight ro fee us miſerable ) which makes 
me think, that the parting out of cheir Eyes before the 
Tomb of their Prophet ( now in uſe among them to 
prevent the ſight of any thing afrer,, and the wearing 
of ſuch huge and painful Rings in the molt tender parts 
of their bodies, grew not from any laſtiture of his, but 
are rather Baſtards of that Church, reputed for no» 
thing more juſtly,che Whore of Babylon, than for burning 
her Proſfclytes with ſuch exorbitant zeal, as the An 
chorites and Monks are led by, when they whip and ftig- 
matize themſelves, out of hope to purchale Heaven: 
A Lunacy ſuperlative to theirs, who lend mony if) this 
World upon humane fecarity, to be paid in the next 
by God himſelf; No ways ſutable with this Founders 
Philoſophy, who would have thought it lefs Blaſpbe- 
my, with Plararch, to acknowledge no God at all, than 
to imagine him owner of ſuch Pallions, as are unwor- 
thy, and below a Divine Eſſence, 
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19. He total Abſtinence from Wine is the moſt ma. 
q i terial Sacrament of the Turks Obedience to 
Mabumets Law. Now lelit any ſhould pals it asa leſs 
pertinent piece of Prudence, than really it is, 1 deſire 
thoſe that take more delight in condemning than ac- 
vitting the ations of Antiqaity, to ſuſpend their 
udgements, till theſe Reaſons are weighed. 

i» He was not {o poor a Naturaliſt as not to know 
Wine effeminates, no leſs than enervates the body of 
Man; the Cavſe, Sempſons Mother, together with 
himſelf, abſtained from ir ; otherwiſe he might ( by 
the Witch, his Miſtreſs ) have been as eaſily charm- 
ed into Drunkenneſs as Sleep. For though it may 
not unpollibly, conjure up a preſent furious Reſolu- 
tion, it was never yet famed for a friend to the Habit 
of Valour. | 

2. Itis a ſworn Enemy to Diſcipline ; rendring the 
moſt obedient Souldiers, during that Diſtemper, deaf 
to all neceſlary words of Command. 

3- Wine dries the Brain by Nature, and beſides, by 
accident, informs the Underſtanding, though the Com. 
merce and Familiarity it breeds with men of different 
Judgments: And fo might have eaſily called up acuter 
Spirits, and cauſed a ſtriter ſcrutiny into the Afrracles, 
Life, and Precedure of their Legiſlator, than an infan- 
tine Power was able to correſpond for : There being 
no- humour ſo bad, but this ſtrong liquor is ablg to 
make worſe and inflame, by repreſcnting miſcarrifſzes 
in Commanders,and affronts from their Fellows, which 
in a calmer temper could never have floated in ſo weak 
Imaginations: And thus led on by Chimera's they, 
like Sampſon, ſnatch up the moſt improbable weapons, 
which they do, not ſeldom, imploy in almoſt as miracu- 
lous Succeſles. 
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4- The Tranſparency of Drunkenneſe, able to conceal 
nothing to its own Shame, and Flexsbility to all things, 
rather than Reaſon. 

$+ = in an itinerant condition, and ſo not 
likely to find Wie always at hand ; it could not have 
layn in the power of any earthly thing, buta premedis 
tated and religious Injunction, to have kept ſuch an un» 
tutored Rabble within the compaſs of moderation, 
when ever they had met with it; Not ſcldom the Fate 
of Armies, who upon ſuch diladvantages, have been all 
cut off by far inferiour Powers, being themſelves firſt 
oyercome by Drink, 

6. To end this Digreſlion, in which more might be 
ſaid ; Wine could be no ht ingredient to mingle with the 
heat of the Country they marched in, and the labour 
they muſt needs encoyater in the rough way, leading to 
ſohigh Deſigns. 

20. Notto preſume to vie Inſtances with the peo- 
le of the Jews, who belides the prudence of Afoſes, 
had the unerring Spirit of God to direft them in all e- 
mergent occalions ( which, by theway, renders their 
frequent Grumblings no leis prodigious than blaſphe- 
mous) | find few Nations more conſtant to their Found- 
ers Aphoriſms, or that give leſs way to a refining, by 
the agitation of experiences drawn from a confluence of 
differing events, than the Twhk,; for which he ſtands 
obliged to his own firm Conſt ancy in Religion, and his 
Neighbours often variations, which have opened the 
gap to his moſt ſignal ſts : It being Im 
to ſhake this Tree of Paradiſe, but to the prejudice of 
the Prince in poſſeſſion, and benefit of ſuch ſubtil Ser- 
nts as defire to ſupplant him z; therefore not to be 
one out of any wanrtoner inſtigation, than an abſolute 
eceſlity. For though the Change of an opinion that is 
ancient, may ſtop a Leak for the preſent, it breeds 
fxch a Worm, as doth cauſe a perpetual Colick in the 
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State : Apparent in France, where the Queen Aer 
fomented the Proteſtants, to maintain her Regency, and 
could never after be free from the danger of Civil War. 
This makes me wonder to find Toleration of Religion 10 
common an Article in the Tranfattions of Princes ; 
ſince it no way ſutes with the complexion of Prudence 
to palliate a prefent defef by fuch a Recipe as may breed 
for the future an incurable Dsſeaſe. 

21. Yet becauſe many Cuſtoms, palling currant in 
the Minority of Power, would prove childiſh and deſe- 
ive in a more Setled Condition, and after Poſterity is 
ſwelled to fo conſiderable a bulk, as that the moſt nu- 
merovus part may be allowed to exchange Battle-axes 
and Swords into Shares and Pickaxes ; it could not be 
avoided by humane Providence, but ſomething ſhould 
be wanting in relation to fo vaſt an Empire, no leſs 
terrible to the Ear than admirable to their Eyes, have 
ſeen it; a Fortune perhaps as far above the hopes of 
their firſt Fownder, as it tranſcends the ordinary extent 
of the hike endeavours. Therefore he deſerves, inmy 
opinion, more commendation, for foreſeeing ſo much, 
than blame in omitting Proviſcons againſt ſuch accidents, 
as none but a Prophet indeed could be ever ableto pre- 
fage: Many Carriages being neceſſary to the Sword, 
are ſuperfluous, if not deſtruftive when the Sceprer 
is obtained : The firſt intending the death of Enc- 
mies, but the latter the preſeryation of Subjetts and 
Friends. 

22. Whereupon his Succeſſors finding that though 
the Keys of the Church can hang no where ſo quietly, as at 
the Girdle of the Prince, (of which AMoſcs is an unerring 
Example ) yetto give a greater luſtre to the beams of 
Religion ( eſteemed by all, if not quite corrupted, yet 
far lefs pure in Secular Veſlels, than thoſe ſet wholly 
apart for the worſhip of -God ; ) and to haye wighal a 
fayourable Umpire of a ſeeming more indiff. rent and 
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ſanQified alloy, ready to compole any Diſcontents, that 
might be fomented between the Civil Power and the 
Subjef4, either through others amibition, or their own 
oppreſſion, not unlikely to reſult from fo abſulute a 
Juriſdiftion , A Religious mancalled the Adufty, is ict 
up, whole Habit is Green, a colour none but the Kin- 
dred of  ahumet are ſuffered to wear, of which num- 
ber he is always ſuppoſed to be one. Now the better 
to enable him to ſtrike an awful Reverence into the 
People, in caſe a miſled Zeal ſhould melt them into 
Diviſcons,, or a colder Licence freez them into a chill 
Atheiſm, the Emperour honours the Adufty in publick, 
with the higheſt reverence and moſt ſolemn attention, 
Denying him nothing he dare ask;, No Malefattor be- 
ing ſuffered to die, hath the fortune toſce him, or be 
ſeen by him as he paſſethz The Prince placing him, 
ppon all weighty occaſions, next the Throne, where, 
by his publick Geſtwres, he afts a lively and terrible 
dread of thoſe Crackers, that contain no other Sp: rks 
of a Celeſtial fire than what reſides in true Reaſen of 
State : Which is the Art of Governing to the beſt advane 
tage for Prince and People, 

And though this Girewmciſed Pepe yields an infallible 
obedience to all the Emperoxr inſpires him with, yet bc» 
jog rarely ſeen, the Generality reverence him, as if they 
apprehended ſomething about him more than humane. 
And Jct our new Politicians prattiſe what they pleaſe, 
Expericnce hath made it ſufficiently manifeſt, that 
A too proſtituted Familiarity breeds tontempt, not 0n- 
ly in things Civil, but Divine. Now ſuch as think 
the Prudence abſolutely neceſſary to the CanduCt of 
bumane affairs, uſcle(s in thoſe relating to Heaven,may 
be out ; For ſince Miracles, and the audible yoice of 
GoC 15 lilent,, nothing is fo likely as a Sanftified Po. 
kicy, te retain a competent Reverence for Religion, or 

21ntain 10 much Probity, as is requiſite in a general 
Commerce, 
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Commerce, to keep us from murdering one another, 
upon the inſtigation of Coverouſnels and Revenge. 
Therefore the way for Prince and Prieſt to be thought 
more than men, is to do nothing unworthily, ſay no- 
thing unproperly, nor wear any thing undecently. 

23. The Turk in this is happy, that the Adufry his 
Pope,no leſs than Adeca his Rome, are within reach of his 
power; ſoas he is not to ſeek for the Oracles of Religion 
out of his own Territories; denied by cuſtom to the 
moſt conſidergble part of Exrope, whoſe Princes are 
regulated by the Popes Inſpirations, not only in things 
concerning God, but what elſe may be fetched in 
by his Paſtoral Crook ( in Ordine ad Spiritualia.) And 
leſt this abſurd proceeding ſhovid be expoſed to a ge- 
neral Reformation, the Biſhop of Rome tolerates all 
Inceſknouws Matches, and other bale and unjuſt actions, 
Princes delire to have indulged, for fear, like Her. 
8. they ſhould do it of themſclves. The confideration 
of which makes them bear the heavy weight of ſo many 
Feel-ſiaſticks, who ſcarce acknowledge any obedience 
but to the See of Rome. 

24. Though the Twks/b Court no leſs than the Com- 
mon People, do afford rhe Gaudy plumage of Honour 
tothe Aufry, the higheſt Bird im this Earthly Paradiſe; 
yet if he but offers to tune his note contrary to the true 
Dialect of State, he is ſtraight unperched : It having 
been long obſervable in - this Empire, that neither 
Friends, e Mony, Santtity, Love of People, former Deſert, 
or any preſent need of the perſons accurate Parts, were 
ever found Antidores ſufficient to expel the poiſon of 
the Emperonurs Fealouſie, who eſteems no number of 
Lives (though never ſo innocent) equivalent with 
bis fafery, or the Nations. Yet if ttiis Holy Men 
comes to his death by an unnatural Obſtruttion, the 
bonour of his place is ſo far from recciving dimi- 
nution by it, that his Body goes to the Grave with = 
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leaſt aſperſion to his Feme z his Life being rather cc 
mended, $So as his Succeſſor mounts into his Chair 
untainted by any Prejudice z which Chriftians contra 
to their Popes or Patriarchs, by the errors they dif 
cover after their Deaths; The Cauſe, ſuch as ſuccee 
are not in ſo great eſteem as their Offices requi 
Thought capable to be tainted with the ſame fault 
their Predeceſſors were owners of : not here ima 
ned, becaufe the Afufry, how ill ſoever he deferye 
of Church or State, is regiſtred among their Sans, 
which appears the higheſt point of Poficy, it being 
likely, any ſhould queſtion the truth of his. 7 
when he is in being, whoſe Aftions they dare not 
_ __ And for his Removal, it pallet 
without the leaſt notice given to, or taken by tt 
nerality ; who are otherways imployed,cither in care 
ling their plurality of Wives, or diſpatching the þ 
neſs necellary to their Profeſſions : Abominating w 
Chriſtians for walking to no more profitable an end 
than to talk of News, &c. 

25. This diſcourſe of the Auſt; diſpatch may 
afford ſome room by the way, to enquire into the 
juſtice! of Clandeſtine Deaths, 2 (aftom with the Mais 
metans, but ſuch an one, as I hope never to ſee concot 
ed into a more general praftice among us : yet obſer-} exce 
ving how our (bronicles lie overflowed with ſuch con 
Oceans of Blood, ſpilt upon no more urgent and pub-J and 
lick neceſſity, than what relates to the ends and an they 
bition of a ſingle perſon, I will yenture to ſay of it} Dn

of the People, it ſhould be taken the moſt adyanta- 
ous way to make the better compenſation for the 
lamage it had or might have brought to the Publick. A 


private execution being eſteemed here no more Murder, 


where the Cauſe is juſt, than one made publick is able 
toexpiare the blood of an Innocent. 

I know, ſo many Inconveniences lie in the way of this 
Cuſtom, as it appears too unwieldy ro be 
without danger by a ſingle perſon, whoſe Judgment 
cannot be fo clearly ſeparated from paſſion, as meerly 
to intend his Countries preſervation, without the mix- 
ture of ſome gall of revenge; A candor not unpoſ- 
ſible to be found inthe State of Venice, by nothing ſo 


. long preſerved in being, as a Ouftow they bave ſome- 
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times to make away their greateſt Senators upon no

Now lince the Council of England were tx 
pious or hypocritical, to ule the Fig 18 the ſenſe of 
Iraly, Spain, and other Nations, celebrated for 
wildom ; they might undcr an higher repute of 
tity have ſpared the Leaves, and not laid the favitas 
poor Daviſon, that did nothing but by Commiſſion ; 
an Apron that diſcovered more ſhame than it could 
poſſibly hide : All looking upon it, nut only as the 
deſire, but the act uf the Zucen and her Council, whe 
by this publick Procedure dilated the reproach ove 
the whole Nation. Now 1 appeal to all not indulgent 
to a Form of Juſtice, thoughnever fo ridiculous, who 
oblrgeth his Priſoner molt, he that takes away the ihe 
ſown Crremonies, Diſhonour and ExpeCtation of Death,or 
he that accumulates them all on a Block? As if that 
which is Afardey 10 a Chamber, were not only far grea- 
cr, but more teri ivle on a Scaffold, where nothing but 
Drcat.1 and her attendants appear.

vation are forced to let run at firſt, till the Srate is re- 
duced to an wholſom Parity, and the ambitious itch of 
all Prerenders cured. 

28, Nothing is penal by the Laws of this Nation, 
but what is always, or at leaſt for the preſent, de- 
ſtrattive to the well being of the Prince or People: By 
which the more ative Toth ( the ſtrongeſt ingredient 
to compoſe an Army of ) remain fo fully ſarshed with 
an uninterrupted Licence to attain the fartheſt ex- 
tent of their deſires, as they apprehend no felicity 
beyond the Liberty they enjoy: And in ſuch as Time 
and Wearineſs hath exchanged the humour of Zuft, 
for one more Thriving, the Priviledge they have to 
exatt on ſtrangers, hinders their apprehenſions from 
hoding that loathfom taſte, Foresgners imagine to 
reſult from fo abſolee a JurudiRion, as is, and hath 
been for many Ages exerciſed by their Emperours 
over them. And thus the Stare 1s a double gain- 
er, this Indulgence affording opportunity for all to 
lay out themſelves to the adyantage of their Coun- 
try, either in getting Wealth, or Souldiers to defend 
It.

they can neither be quiet or ſafe without it, which is 
the cauſe that in all places they ſet up a new on&' when 
the fury of the diltemper is over. Thus are Subjetts 
we leſ; vain, that do rebel, than Governours mad, that pro-

31. The Subjetts in Tarkey have nothing beredttary: 
All Flenewrs, and places of profit, being peculiar to Deg- 
fer, and determine with Life, without the leaſt par- 
tiality ſhewed to greamneſs of Burth, unleſs that it pro» 
doceth more jealouſic than favour, to have deſcend- 
ed from a Father formerly in power.

rity lies in his Sword, which the common people 
have as leitle warrant to wear, as skill touſe; yet 
like the Heads Prentice they execute the ſame Tyranny 
wpon Srangers, their Maſters are pleaſed to excrcilc 
over them : where terrour is avgmented, becauſe Pu- 
wihmens are not confin'd cither by Law or Cultom, 
though they oftner exceed than fall ſhort of the merir 
of the cauſe. And here it cannot be obſerved without 
a ſerious refieftion upon the force Imagination bor- 
rows from the religious reverence they bear to their 
Prince; that ſuch as will contemn all dangers in his de- 
fcace,are rarely ſound (till of late) in A-ms againlt him, 
though provoked by the moſt heavy oppreſſions. Thus 
we ſee how far they may err, that make ſucceſs the 
Touchſtone of the truth of a Profeſſion, or the peace 
it brings to a Nation,or the owners Conſcience ; and 
experience can produce millions of Examples, that 
men only Recled with crroncous opinioas have been 
po leſs daring upon fire and ſword, than thoſe marche 
ing under the Target of truth. 

40. The third thing is Forrzzude ; endowed fo richly 
by no Nation as the Tarks, whoſe Emperoxr placeth ail 
Offces in the Yan of brave Attions ; whileſt his Prieſts 
and Prophets are no leis diligent in muſtering pp the 
1001 of Heaven in the Rear : And for Coward:, they have 
not only Poverty and Reproach attending them in 
tins world, but Hell and Damnation in the next. 
Thas by baiting all the ends of his Afiitia, he doth 
not only catch the coverons and ambitiow, but thoſe at- 
tached with the invincible humours of ſuper/tirion and 
melancholy ; By which, like Oxen, they are reodred 
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not only fir, but willing to endure both labour and 
Slaughter. Thus Fam aſi but a weak ſhell in ir felt, yer 
filled with Sulpherous zeal, and the opinion of truth, 
and fycure happindis, confounds not only all that dare 
appear in oppolition of it, but the very deſign ( it a 
pable of fo much prudence and moderation as to pro- 
jt oneNthat ſhe inteaded to promote. Therefore fuch 
as conhder, bow far the Tark:s Conguefts arc indulged by 
their Religion, have more caule to wonder, they 
are not maſters of the whole world. thin that they 
enjoy fuch- a proportion thereof, as they do z; where 
the Siſters and Dang iners, of the Emperomw 1 Owl blood, 
are often given in marriage to reward that which 
was bravely ventor'd by the meaneſt Souldicr ; whotk 
Iſſue by cuſtome can challenge no higher place in 
their Unkles or Grandes favoor, thin they are able 
to purchate by their own Deferr, he owning none 
for Kindred, beyond foch as arc allicd ro Fertar, 
W:ijdow, or lome other quality that may render them 
victul to the State : Unlike the practice of Grrmes- 
wy, where ten or more bear the Tile of one Promcs 
paltry, having nothing to feed on but the arr of Ho- 
nour, looking like ſolitary and demoliſhed Cafes quite 
deſtitute of Strength or Territory, the name of the 
place being only left to uphold them. 

41- In the purſuit of their Forrrade, 1 ſhall ſay fome- 
thing more of their proceedings in War : and firſt of 
Ernuchi, by many thought lefs propente to yalour, 
and therefore poſſihly to be noted in the T awrky as a bie- 
milh, by foch as do nor warily obſerve, that Caution, 
and Crcamfpeltion are no leſs, if not more, necellary 
zn the General, and oftentimes harder to be met with, 
ian Daring and undaunted Frſnlatnen in the Souldrry | 
it h-ing one thing to exrrate, another to direlf, 
Therefore the Grand Sy mor doth not leldome make 
Frongchs Commanders in Chef , never Cy 
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diers; the Fear, which is neceſlary in the ficſt, be- 
ing deſtructive in the latter z more Arinies having 
periſhed for want of « Moderation, than Yalour, in the 
Heal : Bchdes, their incapacity of Coildren gives ſuch 
caution for their Fidelity, as cannot be expected 
from one more virile ; a perfeft man being ia a con- 
dition to gain honour and prohr by the Change of Go- 
ernment , whereas one fo mutilated is capable of 
latle more than ſhame and loſs. And becauſe it is 
walikely ro cut the throat of this Empire with any 
$word bur ber own, fuch are imployed with molt dil- 
cretion in thele high places, as are lealt apt to re- 
bel. 

42. The Tanizariesr, on whom they fix the belief 
of Yoltory, ace by a primitive laſticution prohibired May- 
riage \, yet beſt this ſhould make a gap in their felicity, 
the wives, and daughters of the leſs uſeful, eſpe- 
cially thoſe their Sword hath ſubdued,are without que- 
ſtion ſubject ro their delices. 1 tis wings their obedience 
in the pertormance of Commands, though pointing 
at never 10 remote Employments. For quite unihackled 
from the magoerical force of an feftion to wife and 
children, by ute made natural (which chains Chriſtians, 
like fond Apes, to their own doors) every place is 
fancied their proper ſpbere ; becaule it canaor afford 
courſer Adear, harder Lodging, or ſcvcrer Diſcipline, 
than they have at home: Neither doth the want of 
Wroes raile fuch cries as are made by the Relifts and 
Cinldren of ſlain Sewldier r,the appealing of which (wells 
in other Nations to little lefs than would pay a ſmall 
Army : This Emperoxr being heir as well to the Lives 
as Eſtates of his Subjects. 

43. They ſeldom grant Quarter till all is ſubdued : 
By this they prevent fighting twice with the ſame Ad- 
verſary. Neither are they forward to exchange Priſe- 
ſonerr, Icſt in their abode with the Enemy, ma 
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affeftions ſhould be warped towards any more mode- 
rate diſcipline , obſervable in thole they oppoſe : 
And out of the like Jealouke they ſeldom continge 
War long with the ſame Nation; Charge not only 
preventing all Contagion, that may ariſe from Com. 
merce with worſe ordered people, but affording the 
Souldier at leaſt a ſeeming deligyhr, in varicty. And is 
farther relation ro Quarter, 2a Prince rich in Sobjedh 
doth rather ſpoil than mend his Markct by fuch kad 
of bartering, by rendring Enemies the bolder, as be- 
ing readier to diſpenic with the danger of Lapriſcrmcs 
than Death: Neither are any miraculous eftcits of 
Deſpair much to be feared , where there is room 
enough left to evade : This hamour being as hingke 
and rare, as the Phamix, and not to be generated but 
out of the aſhes of hope. And he that conſiders, that 
the Tark is not of ſo poor an alloy, as ſome Princes, 
which are undone by a witery, if it colts too dear, 
may ſce his deſign in a great part ſativhed by the Em 
ployment and loſs of his Seuldiers ;, the too great encreale 
ot ſuch Spirits being all be hath reaſon co fear. Thu 
makes War ( an Art in other places ) an ablolute Na 
ture and neceflity here. 

44. He is not yet fo fond of Honour, as to lay out 
his endeavours in the purchaſe of places not able to 
pay for their own Chains; A charge the Catholack Xing 
1s never like to abate ſo long as he 1s Maſter of Naples, 
«Alillan, &c. that colt more to keep, than the pro- 
ft made of them can compenſe z the like may be yea 
ſaid of Ireland, &c. 

45- Their Ordnance, found the largeſt in the known 
world, are carried into the held in the Common Soul 
dicrs Pockets, 

46. The general Food of the Tarks, both in City 
and Camp, 1s Rice and Water, Their molt dainty ad- 
dition being but a Hen, or ſome (mall lump of _ 
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This makes them purſue victory over deſolate places, 
and ſtarve fuch Armies as preſume to follow them, 
who are as certainly overwhelmed with an Ocean 
of Necellities, as the Egyptians were by the Red 
Sea. 

47. Their Expeditions are not ordinarily underta» 
ken, but in Summer 5 By which many great dangers 
are prevented, lels adviſed Princes do daily cope 
withal, in meeting with Commwngences that ariſe from 
Wart and bad Weather,harder to be vanquiſhed than the 
Enemy himſelf. For though their numbers be great; yet 
the lictle Uſe hath taught them ro be content withal, is 
eaker mer with at that Seaſon, and renders them (o 
impregnable againſt what we call Fortune, as ſhe may 
pollibly bend her Bow, bur is not able to diſtreſs them 
by the ſtrongeſt Arrows her Quiver affords. Beſides 
the Echo the Report of the Emperonrs ſtrength makes in 
the bollow hearts, thoſe Princes, it conceros, carry one 
to the other, is not only Harbinger, but in a great 
part, Operator of his Viftories; when Chriſtians 
march but with part of their ſtrength, leaving the reſt 
to follow in the nature of a Reſerve, ( as if there 
were hope a paucity ſhould prevail when the groſs 
is beaten, who, if joyning, might poſlibly have 
warranted Succeſs ) and do by this not only lef- 
len the Repute of their Power ( of no ſmall con- 
legoence in the Art of War ) bug diſcourage any 
&her from joyning with them, who upon the 
found of an invincible Army would prick vp their 
Ears. 

48. If a Sheck be given to the Emperours Forces, 
he ſtays not long enovgh in that place to receive ano- 
ther, but retwns home without tempting his Fortune 
forther that Summer ; Wiſely concluding it much 
unlikely ( as in truth it is ) for a <ſbeartned Army to 
perform what ſhe coyld not bripg about when the 
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Souldicr was in full plight. Neither can the certain 
cauſe of an Overtbrow be calily penetrated into; and 
till that be throughly ſurveyed, no Prince may = 
diſcretion hazard the chance of a fecand Barth; 

h the Commander: appear never fo confident 
good ſucceſs; it fuiting with their Izreref# both 
in honour and fafcty, to venture all, rather thas 
come out of the Field with fo great a reproach ; Cos 
fiderations below a Superlative power, to whon 
Secarity ought to be more Gear, than any thing that 
carries the countenance of greater loſs than gain, 
It not bring impoſlible but that the former dif 
grace might arite from ſome Treachery in the Pris 
cipal Officers , Iherelore it is good Policy to & 
amine every Card in the Pack, before the dealing 
of anew Game, clpecially upon a fichhed party : Ya 
with this caution, that many things mult be put to 
the venture by the Founder of an Empire, which fat 
not with the Prudence of one already efablfbed ; For 
Repute far more neceſſary than Saferyto the firft, is be 
low it many degrees in the ſecond : fince be that holds 
but part of a Cudgel in his hand, may retreat in quiet, 
but he that hath quite loſt it ſhall be bit by the ſame 
dogs that gave way tO, or fawned ypon him before his 
force was ipeot. 

49. The Grand Siqmer (after augmentation of the 
Empire) is in nothing more ſtudious than of meansro 
Employ the Super fluews quantity of Sealdiers, his vaſt © 
ſtate produceth. By this making thoſe inſtrumental 
to the propagation of honour and dominion, that it 
fuch narrow yet fraitful Cockpits as England, breed 
nothing but Sediriow , and for want of caſe and 
plcaty, ſtrive like Jacob andhis Brother for more room; 
It being poſſible for evil Government to convert the 
bleſſing of Increaſe and multiply into as beavy a curſe, 
as ever yet fell from the mouth of God: therefore 
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2 too zealous proſecution of Peace ( which ſome Prin. 
ces, not unwile in their ſingle judgement called X:ng- 
_ ) ano les vain, than deſtructive Art; and ſo 

aitable to the rood and ſafety of any Government, 
that it hatcheth Plegaes, or which is more contagious 
to a State, Civil War : Neither can this Plexrifie be ea- 
fer cured, or the Spirits of Rebellion better evaporated, 
than by opening the peoples veins in ſome Foreign Im- 


go. The Tarkey Cavairie are ſeldom in evil plight, 
becauſe their Horſes are [till under the owners eye, who 
for the moſt part doſerve upon them, and have to 
that end large proportions of Land allowed them , 
with other jmmaniries not common to the people, to 
whom they are both a curb and a protetion - And 
berween theſe and the Foer ſuch a feud is bred, either b 
Cuſtom, Nature, or Arr, that it is reported, the Herb, 
will (if unpreventcd) burn their rey, leſt the Infantry 
ſhould imploy it to their better accomodation: Now 
though this may look like a prejudice in the field, 
it ſecures all fear of combination at home. Neither 
is it a ſlight addition to ſecurity, that the greateſt pare 
ofthis Afilitia conliſts of fuch as were ſelefted our of 
Children, paid for Tribme by conquered Nations, who 
compoſed of feveral airs, cannot aſlociate with that 
caſe as Armies made up of one Language ; which like 
the Swiſs, do not ſeldom call for Ghelse when they have 
the Enemy in view. 

$1. Their ſtrength lies m the Field, and not in For- 
treſſes, looked upon as merſeries of Rebelkon, eſpecially 
in io abſolute a Tyranny, where it is more common 
far the Emperor to ſend for the Head of a Baſhaw,than 
to be denyed's; A power that would be buried in 

e&& Holdszout of which few would come to ſoch en- 

tertainmens, as 15 given to the Grandees upon the 
teaſt invitation of Jealou/ie. - -Not- to beat more __ 
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this Argument, long fince driven vp to the head | 
the beſt of Jedgerents, That forrifed places | 
aff air1 of weak, Pronces, better than theſe of greater ſtreng 
&c. be that hath men in abundance needs them ns 
mor:, than thoſe of narrower conhnes, and lels pops 
lous are able to ſubliſt without them. 

52. They make not Religion the caxſe, or at leaf 
proclaim it not for the principal Aferro of a War; 
which wakens the attentions and invokes the aſhſtance 
of all the contraty profeſſion; the pooreſt man raking 
himſelf fo far intereſted in the Vindication of his Fak, 
that if he hath nathing elle to yenture, he will account 
it facriledge to deny his life : But no ſound of that be- 
ing heard, the voice of hope and fear drowns that of 
danger and concernment, in the prejudice and ha 
tred they bear to their Neighbors , Fathering all mis- 
fortune that falls ro them upon divine vengeance, it 
oppolition of which they dare not engage ; no more 
than moſt Princes are willing to part with their Gold 
rill it 1s too late ;, hike the wretched inhabitants of Cas 
ſtantineple, who choſe rather to loſe all ig an entire 
ſumm, than to break ir for the preſervation of them» 
ſelves and their Country. And if any thing could 
have tempted Chrsftsans to the reſcue of their own in- 
tereſt in the cuſtody of others, it would have been 
then, when this Imperial Ciry was in ſuch danger. But rhe 
Moder ation of Cxiar's power was (© grateful a Spettacie 
for the preſcat, as it dazzled their apprebenkoas in re- 
lation to any future inconveniences z; yet when thi 
hey of Enrepe was loſt, thoſe that before were quiet, if 
not coatented Spettators, began to miſtruſt their own 
doors, and bewail their ignorance, in not fareſcei 
that the effelts of ſuch a neighbourhood was not 
> 7 re as the Siege (which was the cauſe) 
might have been raiſed, had been a cordial con- 
jantion amongſt thole tied in policy to have _ him 
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farther off Thus by preſumiog more on the ſtrength 
of others, than thereis cauſe tor, moſt States at laſt 
come to be diltrelled themſelves. 
$3. Their Afdiria is obſerved ro be more daring 
in their Chriſtian Expeditions, than thoſe undertaken 
it the Perſran; a people looked upon as too near 
of kin to them in Religion, to warrant their Murder- 
: The fame fin committed by Princes in grols , 
which private perſons do by retail, yet are puniſh- 
ed for it in this world, where the other are com- 
mended ; though the people 1 deſcribe are too wiſe 
and affeftionate towards the more ſubſtantial part 
of their (reed, to proſecute thoſe of their own pro- 
feſſwn to the farthelt extent of their power, out of no 
more ſerious conſileration, than whether their own,or 
the Perfian Prieſts delude the pgople with the great- 
et ſhew of Truth, eſpecially both owning one and 
the lame ſupream Jugter, Afabomer. In this excecd- 
ing the prudence, if not the picty of Chritians, who 
make the Swerd an Umpire in the imallelt diFerences 
of Opinion 1, as if ſucceſs, ( found as great an aſlertor 
of the deſigns of theſe Infidels, as ever it bath yet ap- 
in the favour of Sawrs) could be ablc to bear 
io great a ſtreſs, as the weight of Religion, on which 
depends Salvation, not poſlibly to be brought about by 
the wicked Engiaes , daily _—_—_— by Princes and 
men in power, to keep Victory faltaed ro their Tent- 
doors : It being Sefferings, not the Falaw of our 
Champion CHRIST, thatcanenrol us in the Hea- 
yenly Hoſt : For though we dare not give facceſs to 
= Fortune, any more than we are able to wreſt her out of 
the hand of Ged ;, yet we find by experience, that the 
wheels of her Chariot are too weak, dirty, and un- 
Ready , for Tracth to triumph in, much lefs to bE made 
captive to any othcrs Interpretation than her own. 
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54. And though the paint of Religion is the ordins. 
ry Charm that raileth the impetuous i{pirits of the 
people into ſtorms ( by which they can ſooner deſtroy 
others than ſave themſelves; no reparations bring te 
b: procured but out of their own purſes, who 
may far caſier change their Maſters, than find better } 
yet is Blood very uniuitable to the taſt of true Relogion, 
which participates more of the Lamb, than the Lyon, 
having been evcr readier to ſuffer wrong, than do it, 
till the Prieſts of old, as ſome think, firlt, for the Prin- 
ces ſake, and afrer for their own, had not only taught 
her the art of Jugling, but made her fo tetchy, 
by the corroding doctrines they inſtill'd incro mens con- 
ſciences, upon the leaſt worldly occalon, that brought 
their Honour or Profit under queſtion 3 far repug 
nant to the firſt intent of Relsgion, which was to fet 
a bar againſt ſtrife, and all other unnatural deſires, 
men, without rhe awe of God, are - 1 to fall into ; 
Oppreſſion being a general miſchief, all are liable to, 
either in childhood or old age : This brought Govern- 
ment into uſe among ſuch as had fele the heavy experi- 
ment of Anarchy; to avoid which nothing contributes 
more than Vmnry in Religion, and where that cannot be 
compaſſed without much ſtrife, a Laberry to profeſs 
what opinions men pleaſe, provided they be not repug- 
nant to the general wellare. 

55, Wherefore «Mabomer and his ſucceſſors, the 
betrer to gain the love of the people to Religion, tem- 
pered it with ſo much moderation, as it rather enclines 
ro Hope than Fear, wiſely foreſceing,that nothing makes 
Subjects recoil more from their Obedience, than when 
they are loaded with a conceit that their Gover- 
noxrs lead them in the way to Hell, This gives me oc- 
cafion tothink, that the Goblings armed by the Cathe* 
licks with fo much terrour, may bl like the 
Elephams of Pyrrku fall foul upon the fo » and 
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bring their Religion into a low contempt, through an 
apparent derection, or a panick fear z not folikely to 
attach the Creed of the Tarks, who have no painting 
to communicateany thing ſubjet co gather lo much 
drols, as might inform tae people, they are bur the 
effects of humane Art, nor Priefts that dare be {o bold 
as to put a greater Excife opon the Sins of the people, 
or the price of Heaven, than itands with the conveni- 
ency Or Reaſon of State, 1 hus are the Tirksſh Souldicrs 
bred in no lefs abediexcet than Yalow 1; which are indeed 
the molt ſaving Articles of their Behef, and though 
wodervalucd by us, that expect after death a lets car- 
nal Heaven ; yet nothing cauleth their. Vanity more g 
Or 15 a greater Provocarion to aurmentation of Empire, 
than the conformity held by their Prieſts in the inculca- 
tion of their Dotftrine, nor perplexing their conlcien- 
ces with ulclefs terrours or hard queſtionsz making no 
lins ſo damnable as Cowardice and Diſobedience to 
the Commands of rheir Leaders; Eyeing Chriſtians 
with a high diſdain, for caſting ſo many doubrs, 
and buſhing the way to Heaven with Purgatory and 
other Bugbears , which they place in the dark-En- 
try, all are to pals berween this world and the riext : 
Tnough a blind man may ſee, it is not confonant ei- 
ther to the belief of Prince or Prieſt: And theſe Chr- 
mera's are thought, by the Aabomearan, to intimidate 
Seuldiers, by making them Atheiſts, and fo in hop&-of 
no better 3; or ſuperfitiow, which keeps then? [till 
in,expettation ofa worie : This people being 10 Jeſs 
hardened with Dyſciplize, apgaioſt the pleaſures of this} 
than allured by Doftrme, they thallenzoy the fame and 
greater in the world to come : accordigg ro an' brides 
nary ſaying among them ; That it Chriſtianscatriedthe 
opinions concerning Heaven m thei: Heartsy as 

are eyery where found in their Books} gyy would not 
be ſo afraid of Death the only way thithts: -- 44 - 
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56. The Turks elteem Fate 5nexorable ; which ſteel 
their forcheads no lets againſt the ſharpeſt danger, 
than it ſmooths them towards the fevereſt Dsſciplne ; 
yet inthe midſt of this belief, admit a neceſlary uſe of 
Prayer : As if importunity could be any way prevalent, 
where an unchangeable Relolution is acknowledged. once 
It cannot be denyed, there is a wide room icft for fach 
giving thanks, and praiſing God, for diſpoling thing BY Emb. 
10 much ro our advantage ; but this perbaps canact Y hath 
io ſeaſonably be done tiul his will be revealed. litzl: 
57. Images, reverenced in Chriſtian Churches, bar the Y thei! 
doors againſt both Tark and Few ;, who count us work Y Stra 
than Canibals for eating eur God, as they tay we dou ry, 
the Euchariſt : a ſcandal we owe to the Conre of Rome. Y 7107 
58. Notwithſtanding the incomparable ſtrength Cha 

of this Lyon, you may find all his Treaties lined with Y we 
the fur ota Fox, not tying himſelf up ſo ſtraight by Y one 
Promile or Obligation, but that be hath ſtill a muſe oY ſho 
ott 
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pen to break through upon any-great advantage : And 
an this he is not a little beholding to the manner of his 
Stele, always fuller of Hyperbolical Civilities than real 
Aſſurances, yet rather than leave his Repare under the 
reproach of a broken Faith,he lays the fault vpon the mi- 
itake of ſome Miniſter of State,by whoſe blood he ex 
eth all ſtains of Diſhonour,not leaving them legi- 

te by any of his own,but ſuch as have learned ro decy- 
pher the Charatter of Princes, who are but few in this 
well-compoſed Government, and thofe comfortably 
employed in publick ſervice, or decently laid by, for 
prevention of miſchief: It remaining paſt peradver- 
Ture, That fuch as bave Heads apt for Counſel, may, «+ 
on 4 Diſcontent, find Hearts as apt for Rebellion. | 
59. Though this Aonarch, if be ftands right in be 
Subjets efteems, is not very ſalicitons after Repure from 
Strangers ; by reaſon of his vaſt Power, he is not 
often necellPyted to tread ſuch baſe paths, as Our weak 
er 
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ts Prince are forced to walk in,that have for the moſt 
part nothing bur Shifts to ſubſiſt by 5 which like Adines 
under the walls of Towns, bring more prejudice than 
gain, if rhey come to be diſcovered by the contrary 
party ; from which it is not eaſie ro conceal them, if 
once they are flown our of the boſom that hatched rhem: 
ſuch folly and falſhood is bound up ia the hearts of 
Embaſſ«dors. Belides the frequent perjury of Princes 
hath lo vilified the price of Oaths, as they ferve for 
little more than Ceremony of State,and to bait traps for 
their poor SubjeAts and other weak and ill adviſed 
Strangers. Which may give an occaſion for an Enquie 
ry, that ſince all men cannot agree, Whether a Tolera- 
tion of their ſeu&al Religions may not be with more 
Charity admitted, than every one perſecnted, as 
we find they arc in one place or other? And becauſe 
one God is univerſally owned , all Proteſtations 
ſhovld be taken under that fingle name, without any 
other addition ; many bearing an awful reverence to 
That, who look upon the reſt as produtts of Policy,and 
therefore leave room for ſuch meatal refervations as 
the Pricits, no leſs than the Grandees have roo long 
abuſed the World withall. Andrcill a reverence, till 
begun at the Head, be real, or unapprehenſibly feign- 
ed, it is folly ro expect performance of Oaths in the 
Members. This arraigns all Princes of madneſs, thar 
reſt ſecure upon the Fidelity of their, Subje#s, after 
they have forfeited their own by iNegal and exorbitant 
Taxes, Nor is Perjury found fo frequently amongſt 
thoſe eſteemed Infidels, as our dry Profeſſors, that haye 
Religion ſtill in their mouths, and che Bible in their 
Eye ; Not that a praQtice of holy Duties can poſſily 
be more the reafon of Falſbood in the one,than Profane- 
neſs of Trath in the other; But having made them- 
ſelves more familiar with the Mercy, than Juſtice 
of God, and preſamingupon the certainty of their own 
S 2 Sal. 
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Salvation, and Damnation of others, for which t 
have no better warrant than the voice of a Spirit, cop 
jured vp only in their lmaginations; -the more to 
be ſuſpected, becaule it befriends no other intereſt 
but their own, they thiak to make God amen'!s ſome 
other way ; whereas a poor Sinner, that hath onc 
been hunted home with the fherce conflicts of a wearied 
Conſcience ( ſharper far than the Humiliations, thee 
outward Profeſſors proporticn to themſelves ) dare 
not venture on ſo dear an Impicty, out of hope to db 
geſt it the next Feſt. And ifl am not much miſtaken, 
the Turks bear a more awful reverence to Oaths, than 
Chriſtians ;, nor are they found to alloy it with the pope 
ſonous mixture of eAgaivecation, though the Jews that 
live among them are more indifterent what they atteſt. 
A ſad thing that ſuch as were formerly, and thole that 
are now the people of God, ſhould exceed Infidels in 
ſo foul and unfociable an Impiety. Which that they 
may the better prevent ; Thovghthe bare atteſtatio 
of a Muſſulman, or Turkiſh Believer is often taken for 
an authentick Proof againſt a Stranger ; Yet in their 
ordinary Tryals between one another, they proceed 
with more Caution, ſo as not to rely upon Oath: them 
ſelves ; but from private Examinations, and Queſtion 
ſo unexpeRed and artificially put, as no premeditated 
Combination can evade, they extraft grounds for Set 
rence : By which, malice is defeated, and perjury pre 
vented, frequent amongſt us, where the Lives and 
Eſtates of conſcientious people are without remedy & 
poſed to their mercy, who ſcruple not the calling Gol 
to the witneſs of a Lie. Nor can there be imagined any 
better way how to avoid this miſchief, or yield a liv 
cere and faithful Obcdience to the precept of our $S 
viour, Swear not at all, &c, ( Which the corrupt gp 
_ of Expoſuors labour much, though allin vain, to elude) 
than, it, inſtead of that light and irreverent mander 
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of Swearing, or rather proſtituting the Word of God 
to the kiſs of impure lips, according to the looſe cu- 
ſiom of all our Cores of Judicatwre, the Judges them- 
ſelves, or thole appointed for that purpole, would 
take the pains, by the touch- ſtone of a diligent ſcruci- 
ny, and ſcrupulous examination of Witnefles apart to 
diſtinguiſh the pure and golden Trwh,; from the baſer 
Alchymy of the moſt cunningly- forged Falſhood. * 
60. They prefer Chriſtiany lo tar, as no Jew can 
turn Turk till be bath been (hriſtened ; The vulgar think- 
ing God beſt pleaſed with 1uch a gradation, though 
Authority intcrj.C&cd this Ceremony to fence them a» 
gainſt a too great concourſe of this ſubtile peop/e, who 
1n relation to Circumciſion, are apter to embrace their 
Religion than ours ; and do by their Converſion Icllen 
the profic ariſing from them as Jews.

61.; 1 hnd them, though conſtant ro their own, yct 
fo indulgent to the opinions of Strangers, as to af- 
ford ſuch a ſafe paſs among them : which, beſides the 
prohr jt brings to Commerce, Keeps them in ſo mo4e- 
rate a temper, as the plague of Hypocrifie C whichiike an 
Iron-mole, Itains, and in ſhort crime eats our the parity 
of Religion, by ating a ſublimer impicty than the na- 
ture of man, unſuborned throvgh Ambition or Cove 
touſgels, is able ta make real, longer than a Fana- 
tick heat inſpircs it ) hath not yet there broke our 
S 3 farther 
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ſarther than ſome few particulars ; though by 
ſuch the Cockatrice of Coil War is ordinarily diſc lob 


ed inthe Boſoms of Chriſtians, concluding all dam 
ned which reſt not in their Expoſitions and Cuſtoms, 
how ridiculous ſoeyer : Not conlidering the mib 
chick they do, rhat remove old uncertain Erroxrs, 
before they bave found as certain Truth to put in their 
room. The ſame may be ſaid of reputed inconveni- 
Ences ; ſuch as is their conniving at Courtefans ( chick 
ly done to prevent Adwltery, Solomy, and Beſtialuy ; 
ſins infeſting theſe bot Countrys therefore ) poſlibh 
keſs abominable, than ſome Divines make it. This 
Jort of Catele being as ancient as the Parriarch Judas: 
Meither did divers others, looked upon as men after 
God; own kezrs, bluſh to keep droves of them : Nay, if 
ſome be not foully out in their Expoſitions, rhey are 
Tetkoned to David itt the Bill of Gods Bleſſings : And he 
that doth by this publick fin, as ſome bave done 
by Religion, exchange it for a worſe { though perhaps 
more folitary ) 1 pray what hath the Nation left to 
brag of ? Faults of greater privacy, trough leſs na- 
rural, increaſing Hypocrices more than Saints. And if 
Our Bleſſed Saviour ſhould now ſpeak to the Conſcied 
ces of men, as he didto the Jews, He that is without 
{* &c. I believe Fornication Would ſcape, whatevet 
came of Adulrery. To conclade this point, it is 
much the greater boldneſs, ro add to, than diminiſh 
from the ſeverity of God, as weſtand more in need 
of his Mercy thah Juſtice. |

pther aftive Proceſs turn the ride of their Policy 
( which hath alrcady immerged Emrepe ia blood ) 

towards the Tarks, they might foon be oyer-flown 
by as great. a deluge of Schiſms, as we arc now 

plunged in : But the fear of lobog the Bird in berd, 
wakes the Pope unwilling to imploy bis Engines, for 
abc taking of this: Not conbdering that the Adabe- 
meten grefefſiop is grown up to as high an earthly 
Felierty, Vnwoerjaluy, and Conſent, as the Papacy ; _ 
react 
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ther do they want as great an Antiquiry for ſome of 
their Teners,the which if they once come to be waſhed 
over by the varniſh of Learmng, the Mufty may, alliſt. 
ed by his Maſters force turn his Holineſs out of Rome, 
as that Biſhop did the Emperours ;, and loavenge Europe 
and Aſie both, for the rent the fſubtil Prieſts made 
berween the Eaſt and the Weſt Churches, for no moze 
religious reſpect, than to beautihe their own habir 
aod increale rheir Power.

temporal power ) Chriſtian Princes are apt to take fo 
wuch advantage from the harpipg irons Luther, Calvin, 
and other Diyines (perhaps betrer $kill'd in tubvertirg 
Errors, than reconciling of Truth)have taltened in the 
hdres of this. Ecclefiaſtical Leviathan, not to be kept 
Boating ina narrower Sea than that of Rome, ( former- 
ly as Magiſterial in things terpera!, as now ſhe remains 
Wn Sprrieuals, which prodence might manage tO as vnie 
verlal a tranquillity,asappeared in the days of Augaſtus) 
that he hath no leifure to look abroad, for tcar the 
Gme Spirit that troubled the waters in Germany, ſhould 
dry vp thoſe in Raly. cc. It being in the power of eve- 
ry Prince to cut the Banks of the Chnrch, which in 
France is the fear of Schyſm, and in the Catbolick' King's, 
Dominions,the Jgurſation. Yetincale hisHolinels ſhould

his Brother to be Governour , fo jealous are Chriſtians 
one of the other, that they have more confidence in 
Tawks, than thoſe of their own Religion : yet, to 
ſpeak Gods truth, whoſoever ſhall command an Army 
againſt chis Epidemical Enemy,with ſuch ſucceſs as Don 
Tobn had, will be owner of roo popular an Honour, to 
be leſs than fuperlative whereever he comes; and 
therefore liable, like him to receive a Fig oar of the 
yenomous hand of Fealonſie, Which warrants me to 
think, the fcreſt for ſuch an imploymenr as the head- 
ing an Army raiſed by a League, is the Pope, who ly- 
ing within Gua-ſhot himſelf, 1s the molt likely to take 
the trucſt aim ar che finiſhing of the work ; Bur this 
the Lutherans and Proteſt ants would oppoſe,no lefs than 
t1-” Princes of Jraly, who cannot but fear, that the 
power of the Qrroman Family being ſufficieatly mode- 
rated, he could have no better imploymene for the 
Army, than to face them with ir, looked upon perhaps 
in his eſteem, as greater Enemies : Yer ifthere were an 
waty in Religion, and a roral abatement of his Holaneſſes 
prerences ro any ſecular Power, farther rhan the ex- 
tent of Peters Patrimeny, it might with more probabi- 
= be brought aboor, than any tewporal P:ince is 

e to give caution for: And thus Policy might not 
only uſe of him, in oppoſing the Tk, bur in re- 
conciling ſuch Kings, as when they are weary of their

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the fublimated paint of Hyporciſic ; ſo generally ob- 
ſerved among Chriſtians, as neither the Tank, Or any 
other Mahomeran Nation can, in Prudence, if in Pies 
ty barter their Faith for ours , The drought of whoſe 
Charity hath obſtrufted the means of Converſion in re- 
lation to all Foreigners not formerly engaged by Birth 
and Education : 1o as no probability relides in any en- 
deavour can be uſed rotempt the Tarks from Mahomer, 
unleſs ( as 1 hinted before ) ſome Jeſwre were able to 
perſonate his Ghoſt, and proclaim himſelf riſen, ac- 
cording to their Prophets long delay'd promiſe:for ſuch 
an one might pollibly prevail fo far upon the Rabble, 
as to make them fall toul among rthemſclves : A breach 
in Religion being found by expericnce the readieſt way 
to let 1n that Ocean of Calamities, we ice overflows 
the Kingdoms of the Earth. 

Another Expedicnt may lie in ſapporting ſuch Ce- 
dars of State, as are marked ont for ruine by the fears 
or fury of the Prince 5; and it poſlible to give ſhet- 
ter to ſome of the younger Royal Brarches, who are 
fure upon their Fathers death to be ſacrificed to the 
ſecurity of the Elder ; and may, as occaſion ferves, 
facilitate a Rebellion, by landing an Army able to make 
good the held, whillt the Saow-bail is gathering : 
A projet moſt convenient for the wiſdom and Siry- 
ation of Ferice, were the owner of the Power and ex: 
tent of Territory belonging roold Rome, whoſe Heir 
ſhe deſerves beſt to be, lince ſhe alone retains more 
of her Freedom than all the known World beſides is 
able ro produce : Her Government being built on ſuch 
rational, if not infallible Afaxims, as might bear the 
welght of a far greater frame,if Jraly were wiſe enough 
to ſeeirt ; who necd not be concubinary to ſo many 
wanton defires of Strangers, would all her ſmall and 
new- hatched Gover xments ſhelter themſelves under her 
Wings, who are known to fpend more ſeyerally 
In 
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in hiring of Peace from the Tark, Spaniard, Pope, te 
than wijely laid out in an intire furm, would purchaſe 
the power to command it. 

From whence may be concluded, If the Grand Sip 
mer do not fall through his own weight, ve may hve 
to ſee Exrepe undcr as great a thraldom in every rela 
tion to body and foul, as Tarkry unlets be be cordial 
ly oppoſed at his own door: Tyrens, like Dogs, 
having their hercenels rather wherted than rebated by 
a defenſive oppolition » whereas be that breaks relo- 
lutely in upon them, makes them not ſeldom rake 
their heels : All changes in foch an extremity being 
looked upon with delight and affeftion at home, by 
thoſe that abroad would dye ro extend the fame Go. 
vernment over others : Oppreſſun being ſo odious to 
SubjeQs, as all will vupon any probable advantage pro- 
mote its deſtruftion ro the very perions that ſhare in 
their deſires with the Afonarch, wanting the power 
more than the will to perpetrate the like degree of 1n- 
juſtice themſelves. 

64. The Tark deduceth this Dottrine out of the 
perhdiouſnels of the Chriftian Prattice, That it uw is 
lictle purpoſe ( by reaſon of the contrary pretences ) «© 
maky Leag nes Off enſroe and Defenſroe, which be hath 
ſeldom doae ;, yet conſiders his New bbours dangers 25 
his own, before delay hath rendred chem incurable ;

are not able to redeem them by Cn , 
much leſs by a tov late repeatance; as in the caſe of 
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Navarre, negleted by the Crown of France ;, and 
Dutchy of Lorain, by that of Spain: Any Auvgmenta- 
tion to one of theſe Kingdoms being an equal Dimi- 


" pution from the other , the conlideration of which 


kerps Geneva in being. And the averſneſs the Tark 
bath rowards any ſtrict Confederation with Foreigners, 
gives him not only the liberty to preſerve his friends, 
but to take any advantage to cnlarge himfelt : His 
Sobjefts not having ſuch vaſt Eftares abroad, as might 
deterr him from raking a revenge in caſe of injury, 
for fear of an Faloygement : whereas Chriſtians nave 
Ware-houſes in Conſt axrinople full of wealth, and ro 
ſuch a value, as ro give this Infidel cautioa for his 
wlhng vs at his leabere without danger: Nor have 
we more than the ears bare word to fecure our 
Trade, which it is likely you may cell me, he obtcerves 
as religiouſly as other Princes. 

Neither is he prodigal in Embaſſaders : for, keep- 
ing ſtill rhe offenſive end of the Scaff, he is ofren ſu- 
edro, but ſeldom fends a wooing for Peace ,, which 
obtained, is found of no longer life than it ſuirs with 
the occaſions and Counſcls of both parties: There- 
fore Confederations, Truces, and Leagues ſignifie no- 
thing but danger to the weaker ſide, who by theſe are 
not teldom tempted to negleCt the guard that cannot 
m ap be leſſened upon this ſcore, it being an in- 
tallible certainty, that nothing moves another, but 
Profit, Honour, or Nature; The laſt of which doth 
leſs concern the Grand Sigmier, becauſe he ſeeks not to 
mar el his brers out of his own Territories,cſteem- 
mg no blood Royal, bur what rons in his own veins , 
and his that is to ſacceed him: Neither is he liquoriſh 
after the choice of the Iſſue of Kings for his own Bed, 
binding the ſame content in the embraces of a Sabje&# 
or 2 Sleve, that a more bewitched Imagination appre« 
hends in thoſe of a Prixc:ſ+ : Nor doth hy | 
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abuſe bum, but acquits him from the danger of having 
a Spe in bus Boſom, Of a cocqual in his Countels;, giv- 
ing him leave to put to death or exchange his Wrve 
upon occalion, without the tear of any other frown but 
that of Heaven, amongit whole joyes ( according to 
his Creed 31s Change of Women and all carnal Delighns, 
And by the diviton he makes of his Love among 
many Wires, he renders the Goverament lels facts. 
ouszthe Deſtef having been found no friend ro the Scep 
rey, Opcnmg often a back door to Innovation , appa- 
rent in Chriſtians, who Afarrying the daughters of 
more potent Princes than themielvyes, are fo far over. 
awed by them, as to make them Partacrs in their 
molt ſecret deligns, cle rhey are able rodiitreſs them 
through the ſtrength of their own Friends. Thus 2 
Prince comes to have an Enemy in bu beſom, and fuch 
an one as he dares not queſtion, for fear of a ſhower at 
home, and a Rorm from abroad. So as if all the be- 
nefit Story can record to have ( atleaſt of late) ac- 
crucd to Kings fron the great Ales of their Wires, 
were put together, you ſhall had it iaconbderable,com- 
puted with the lots, eſpecially if theic Relogson differs ; 
for then ſhe looking upon him as out ofthe teach of 
Gods mercy, can thiak nothing an injury to his perſon, 
or a loſs to his eſtate, if her ghoſtly Farber: are pleaſed 
to encourage her, Conhtiderations without bortom 1n 
this Conformury in Profeſſion, and Paruy in Sabjeition ; 
where the birth of the ff Sow gives the title of Saltaxs 
ro a Slave, the higheſt honour or employment a Wo- 
man can be born to: and what might abuadantly con- 
tent them allo in Earp, where they are made the Ar* 
buraters of the Royal Lane.

beſt concealed 5 And is then in fuch Splendor : as the- 
forme:t-eagaged 0 pinion of the multitude renders hm

ed, whileſt this graver Afonarch enjoys them all un. 
der his own roof : where none are ſuffered ro en- 
ter, bar thoſe that are dwnb from their Births, or 
are rendred fo through fear or uſe; no aftion or 
word breathed out of the Seraglio, to the Empe« 
rors diſadvantage, but proves mortal to the divul- 
ger: Not poſlible to be obſeryed among Chriſtians, 
whoſe Meals, like Pupper-plays, are made the object 
of all Eyes, and their lighteſt Diſcourſes Capt then 
to break out } the ſcorn of Strangers, that blow 
them over the four corners of the Earth, with no 
{mall addition ; whilſt their own Sabjects calculate 
a crooked Nature from the Deformities of their 
Bodies 1, evil Geſtures, or a too luxurious taking- in of 
their Wine or Meat: It not being cake to ſhew a 
man at a greater diſadvantage, than whileſt he is ta- 
King his Kepaſt, the molt certain Symbol SV opory . 
This altogether caſts no leſs clond over their Majeſly 
than their Cheats and Perjurics, to procure money, 
are obſerved to do upon their Probity : which rai-« 
ſeth ſuch a damp of Contempe about the Throne, as 
the Obedience they own, proceeds rather from a 
dread of their preſent Power, than any voluntary 
or natural affeftion their Subjets bear to them or 
their vertues x; of which they have ſo low cſteem, as 
they think them eaſic tro be matched, it not by theme 
ſelves, by a number their Commerce and Experience 
hath coped withal. 
66. In Progreſs his Train is not inferiour to an Army 
in which he receives all graciouſly that come to fee 
bim : And by this frength and aff ability the remotelt 
ny are not only wooed to Obedience, but terrified

Neither doth this leſſen the 
number of theſe Harpies, any more than it der 
Conjarers to hear their Predeceſſors were torn in pieces 
by the command of thoſe they had formerly nouriſbed 
with their Blood. Thus by fuch amiable gefftares, art 
the high price he ſeems in publick to ſet upon the 
Nations coment, fo great a Love is Kindled in the beart 
of his Subjefts, that all the evils that (all upas 
them are removed from the principal cauſe, and at 
tributed to fuch as are only in I in their pre 

motion. A praCtice waved by our leſs adviſed Afonarch, 
who fit in Parbanent, as Japitey is painted, with 
Thunder {5 "ig hands, as if they had already me 
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and power, and wanted nothing but their Peoples con= 
ſent to make them miſerable ; not affording a grate- 
ful conceſſion, but by the high and rugged way of Ex- 
change ; nor good words, bur to uſher in a more charge. 
able Requeſt ; ſcorning ro reckon with the Subject, and 
make even for their Adrions and Officers Fanlrs, rill 
they are fo far run in the account of Prejudice, that all 
Love and Obedience is quite forfeired, and the Crown 
expoſed ro the purchaſe of any that hath the ſubcilty 
and power to buy it.

And by this even 
and conſtant procedure, an uninterrupted Proſperity 
hath been entailed ro this Empire, that the yoice of 
Liberty continues ſtill fuch a ſtranger in their ſtreets, 
as if their Language were barren of a word to expreſs 
it, Thos by claiming nothing, he enjoys all, and by 
defending none of his bad Inſtruments, hath been ſecure 
himſelf, cill cheſe latter years, in which ſome Conſtel- 
lation ſeems to hover over the World, inclining all 
Nations to Rebellier, This imboldens me to aſſert it 
aA Maxime, That Printes contralt more batred from 
the imaitice and opprefſians of their Favouritts, than their 
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own * A far leſs Revenae than doth legally depend or 
a Crown, being able rocorreſpond for a greater ſum, 
than the follies of 2 fagte Perforcan pollibly ct 
ſume, unleſs attached by the botromlicis humour & 
Flay, which a prudent Prince cannot choole but loa 
upon as far below the digaity of his Perion ; it brag 
LR_—_ for him either to win or loſe, but at the pre 
judice of his Courtiers or Sabyelts.

bad ſhe but enovgh of the firſt, it might ſufticero pur-

ſo far as to ſtile, in way of Contempt, ſuch Machia- 

vellians, who in a truer ſenſe might be termed Follow- 
ers of Charles the fifth, Lewis the'eleventh, or Henry 
the ſeventh. By this embracing the bare Apparitions 
of Yertze and Vice,without obſerving the true Subſtance, 
which they quite let paſs, matking for Blemeſhes in

only it endeavours to attach fome ſtragling exprel- 
ions in a ſmall Pamphler, called His Prince, which ar: 
with far leſs Charity remembred, than ſo many larger 
and berrer pieces forgotten.

Remedies too weak to cure 
the Wounds of Princes, who in fuch caſes are ſaved 
only by their unbelief, and ſeldom periſh, but through 
unadviled conhdence, in giving too much credit to 
the Proteſtations of leſs religious performers of G 
venants, Which rile and fall, not according to the 
more conſtant Standard of Religion, but the variow 
ſucceſs of worldly occahons: And he that knows not 
how rare a Commodity Probiry 1s, in the Market of 
Princes, is no fit Reader, much leſs a competent Judge 
of Machiavel. 

Leagues, Truces, Compatts, and Peace, are become 
ſo crack'd and invalid, through a daily miſcarr 
in performance, as they ſerve for little better us, 
than to buy in ſmaller Territories, ſuch as Loran 
and the lefſer Cities and Principaluties in Jraly and 


Germany, that have little elſe to truſt to, but the pro-F 


miſes of ProteCtion they receive from more Potent 
Aonarchi, which they know would devour them, but 
out of dread of cach other : Therefore bound by

Which makes Oarhs among Stateſmen, upon a true 
forvey, to _— nothing ; at beſt, more danger than 
profic : Binding only ſuch, as, in relation to Impo- 
rtency or Honeſty, ſtand in leaſt need ; And becoming, 
like Juglers Knots, no ways aſtritive to the more 
Potent, who are ever able to elude them by flights, or 
break them by power. Now ſince /raly,for whoſe Meri- 
dian he calculated his Adviſo's, conſiſts, for the moſt 

of weak pieces, it ſhews him more excuſable, 
if not commendable, in fitting them fo accurately to 
their practice and conveniency. And till all Kings 
agree (which is never to be expected) to keep their 
Stipulations and Covenants, you cannot think it rea- 
fonable that a Subje& to the Duke of Florence (hould 
have adviſed his Patron to begin ; ſo contrary to the 
examples of thoſe times, as it was known, the Pope did 
then contraCt an Amity with the Grand Sigmor, which, 
in Charity, may be thought he meant not to obſerve, 
though for his fake, he ſuffered: himſelf to be hi- 
red ro poyſon his Brother ( fled into Chiſtendow for 
fear of raſting the fate of the reſt, after his Father's 
death ) and might have been of great advantage to 
any, that had detgned to abate the Ottoman Empare : 
Now =_ the breach of Faith, ſo contrary to the 
miſe made ro this r Infidel, at his being put 
2 his hands : and Art own intereſt, in caſe 
the Tirk had invaded 'Erope, it cannot be more paſ- 
lion than difcretion, to condemn Machiavel for his 
ſeaſonable Advice in relation to the Oatbs of Prin- 
ces.

Italy, with the like facility he had gained it, al! the 
advantages he might haye made being ſnatched from

Pride is the root of all Evil ; which Princes do 
not only foſter in themielves, but water by preler- 
ments in all others they find able to. promore the 
ends of it : whoſe cffefts cannot: be comprized 4a a 
narrower circle, than the whole Maſs of tagicties 
Ambition is able to commit : That prompted Phoca 
to Kill bis Maſter the Emperour; Caler to ruine the 
moſt glorious Republique ever the Sun ſaw 5, It teach- 
eth Children to pull uedecently the Crowns from 
their Fathers Heads ; it is this that fills Hell with 
Souls, Heaven with Complaints, and the Earth 
with Blood; It made Charles the filth, to arm him- 
jelt againſt him, he believed, if he believed any 
$hipg, to be ghe Figar of our Seaview, and would 
have 
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have led him in triumph with Francis the French 
King, made his Priſoner the ſame year by a like 
fate of War: Neither did Philip the tecond do leſs 
than mingle the blood of his then only Son Charles, 
with the great quantity he ſpilt upon the face of 
_—_ yet his thirſt unſatished, he fet a new 
world abroach in Americe, which he let run, till ic 
was as empty of pcople, as himfelt of Pity. Are 
not the Heads of Nations preſented by Hiſtorians, 
like that of the Bapriſt in Chargers of blood Þ Nay 
what are Chromcles leſs than Regiſters of Murders 
and projets ro bring them about, to the belt ad- 
vantage of ambitious Pretenders? Yet none are fo 
ſeverely blamed that writ them. 

I would not be fo far miſtaken, as to be thought 
to apologize for tyrannical Principles and practi- 
ces, knowing they render both Doers and Soffer. 
ers miſerable : my aim being only to prove, that 
if e Hachiavel ſtood legally indifted, he could not 
be condemned by thoſe at the Helm in any State, 
who in all ages were his Peers, and could not there- 
fore in equity take up a ſtone againſt him. Bad 
advice, without Execution, hurts only the Giver : 
Beſides, 1 cannot believe, the generality of thoſe 
that cry out upon Him, in publick, ever ſaw or read 
lis Writzzngs, but take their Clamour upon trult, as 
they do againſt Julian, filed the Apoſtate, how 
truly, 1 leave to ſach as are better able to judge, 
than thoulands of men fo impudent as to extend in- 
comparable Wits upon the erring Rack of Commer 
Fame, in imitation of their ignorant Anceſtors, who 
looked upon Mathematicians as Conjurers; though 
Wiſdom hath juſtiked theſe her Children ſo far, as 
to inform the world, that no Learning 1s a greatcC 
enemy to Falſhood than theirs.

down the moſt General Rules, and fuch as all Statet- 
men make uſe of, cither to benefit themſelves or 
hurt others? That they make no conſcience of falſc- 
hood, is manifeſt by Lews: the eleventh, that learned

That Breach of Faith in private Perſons, is not only 
deſtruftive to well-being but alſo damnable, he can» 
not deny : but Princes pretend larger Charters in re- 
lation to a more univerſal Commerce ; which they 
extend to Embaſſadoers, and Miniſters of State ;, as 
counting all things honourable that are ſafe : and if 
this be an Fvil, it is the Kings, and no way curable, 
but by the King of Heaven. 

To conclude, a Bedy Politick is like that of a Aan,

Had he been beater, or ſneaked our of the Attion, as 
Denmark did, fuch Reaſons might have been upbraided 
to hum, as ralhly neglected : Burt fince he was able to 
break through them all, they multiply the werg bt of ſtrong- 
& of his own, which led him on againſt theſe ; not ro 
be tound but in his own Head, and the confidence he 
had of his Conds# and Yalow , doing many things 
wherein appeared a Hard more powerful than For- 
wre's, who was not able ro make her ſelf Miſtreſs of 
his Sword, but by taking away his Zife: And that 
cone, Yiitory had been ſo much bs, that it could not be 
cenyed tO his dead carcaſe. 

It the frength of the Enemy adds to the Conqueſt : 
who could cope with a ſtronger, and vpon more dilad- 
vantages ? fo as who ever reads the Advsſoes of thoſe 
times, ſhall find that the Xing of Sweden made, not only 
Rome but Conſt axtinople,to tremble the Twrk ſtanding in 
ſuch admiration of his Valour, that he loſt his ativity, 
and did not only forbear to make wrodes into Germany, 
Which on leſs occaſions he uſed to do; Burt gave off all 
thoughts of offending others, as if he tcared he ſhould 
have work enough to defend himiclt. 

And had the Swedsſh Sword made as deep impreſſions 
in his Empere, as it Iclt in the Germane, they would 
tave beca louked vpon as Aral: ;,, And, inſtead 
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of Antichrit © which by reaſon of his fucceſs, fone 
Catholscks foridly call'd him) be would have beca ſtyled, 
The Champion of the Geſpe. 1 

All the advantage 1 can find the King had, out of 
himſclf,was the Emperours Ignorance of chat Commas 
Leſſon, (0 often repeated to the Pregudice of the wiket 
Priuaces, That Shybred parties are followed with the 
greateſt train of inconverences, un relation ts fuck a. def 
priſe them.

He that had loſt the love of bis people, cannot be cer- 
tain of his preſent ſafety or moderate ruine when it 
comes ; for the molt part fucyen in regard of his own 
knowledge, though prelaged and wilbed by all the 
world behdes. 

No prudence can maintain a Tyrant long in power : 
for though he may divert the people from making in- 
ſpection into his diſpolition, by expoling his Agcnrs to 
their mercy ;, yet at laſt rhe ſucceſſion of the tame a- 
uſes will direct them to the true cauſe ; which beins 
once dilcovered to lic in his Nature, nothing he doin 
ſhall pleaſe, but be ſuſpeRed for more evil, than it caa 
m probability produce : The worlds Opinizn exerci- 
lng no leſs authority over Kings, than meaner men. 
Byrdes, the delivering «wp men in Authority to the rage of 
the People, like letting of Blood, may ſtop the progreis 
of a preſent Fever, but much weakens the pow<r of 
the Prince, to reſiſt a future diſtemper. 

Alter the diforders of a Tyrant are laid before 12 
eyes of the people, it rurns thouſands his encmies in 
an inſtanr, chat ont of Cuſtom or Conſcience prayed 
for him the day betore. VWlio are more ſolicitous to 
advance his deffraftion, than careful to chouſe a Sreceſ- 
aw that might be fic to govern. Their Dyſcretion ex- 
tepding no frcher than their Nowiſhment, which they 

y receive from bend ro mouth. Therefore all the 
ule that can be made of this popular Monſter is, duricg 
their firſt heat : For, their cxpeations deluded (veing, 
incapable of honour or reward ) they are ready, w th 
the Dog, to lick up the ſame Nero they hal vomited 
out. Ard, that it is caſe: to expel :. 7-4, than to 
had a Princ* in all points worthy to ſucceed, appearcd 
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by Galbe: And by Orbe we find, when the multitade 
arc up in Swarms,they care not what Buſh they light on.

Their Kings and Priefts either 
teaching, or at leaſt tolerating Idolatry : The Church 
being 6riven into ſedark and narrow a corner, as the 
Praphet Ekas could not diſcover a righteous man : 
Neither was Jerajalem in better plight, which had the 
Temple, and in that the Oracle: of God, in policilion. 
For {ii it did (cape profanation ducing the wor: 
ſer days of Sclomen, his Son Reboboanms faw it plundc- 
red, and m moſt of his Succefiors Reigns it lay neg- 
lefted or miſimployed. So that if a firanger, led 
by the glarious title the Fews had, to be tbe people 
o God, ſhould. bave conformed bimiclt to their wor- 

ip, he had ſcarce mended his market, though he 
were before never ſo great an Idolater. Yet God never 
bave a larger Charter to any Church, part of it being 
contained in thele words, I have hallared this Heade 
which thou haſt built, to put my name there for ever. I his 
proves Gods Promiſes conditional, and that outward 
Felics om accompanies inward Interriy; or if they 
have tht luck to meer, they preſentlyipart,mens hearrs 
being ordinarily too narrow to entertain goodneſs and 
woridly pomp. 

The Churches we read of in the New Teſtament , 
with whom the Holy Ghoſt was io familiar, as to 
aireft particular Letters unto them, are not now to be 
jound. * Only Zewe brags, ſhe remains the ſame in pu- 
city of Deſirine, though for Alanent! ns a 
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zer elder Siſter Sodom, fo that if Jraly be a Circle of 
ety, the Cart of Rome is the Center. Y<ct thelc 
their Title with God himſelf, prounding it upon 
the rotrering Foundation of worldly feliciry : Forget- 
ting that it 15 agaialt che example of all times, that any 
Nation, much leſs a Church, ſhould io long fail undec 
the merry gale of earthly proſperity, and nor long c're 
this diſcharge berſclf of that rich lading ſhe was fiaughc 
mthal, when ſhe rraded for Souls, under the Fathers 
of the Primitive times. There having been ſuch a tuc- 
eſſion of imperious greatacſs in that Chair, as Kome is 
ww more like the proud and triumphanoe Chappel of 
Amichriſft, than the poor aad militant Church of God. 
All the calamities that have of late fallen upon her, may 
be aid to have dropt from her own Ambition, in teek- 
ng to ealarge her power at the coſt and prejudice of 
ethers, and therefore more naturally to be [tylcd 
Paniſhmenrs than Perſecutiors. 

You caſt your eyes on no Story where the villany of 
Paper is not at large diſcovered ; who can then believe 
that the pure Spirit of God ſhould indow with infal- 
khility of judgement Monſters fo vilibly corrupted ? 
We find, the Holy Ghoſt did under the Law hate and 
lorbid all impurity though in, meer outward Ceremony ; 
bow then ſhould he under the brighter ligitt of the 
Goſpel, ſuffer himielf to be poured out of one uiclean 
Vellel into another ; beginning again with 2 Conurer 
where be left with a Sodomice. 

Yet they ſay, Rome is the trac Church, ont of which 
there is no Salvation : Nor remembring that the holy 
Fcripture, Charity and Reaſon rell us, Gods Ch is 
as wwverſal as the Earth; and ſhall one day be gathercd 
together under Chriſt the Head. Now jn the meau 
time, that harmory of Opinions they pretend to, 
may be rather wiſhed, than hoped for. In Pars 
ume ſome made conc 1encc of c iting things fact ificesd (8 
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Upon the Greatneſs 
Idels, others of Circamciſun; yet be condemns them 
not for ſchiſmatical. And it is but a weak evaſion to 
ſay, He bare with them in of the infancy of the 
Church: For in theſe days of knowledge ſhe is as is 
{tine in ſome places, as ſhe was then : where he that 
e2''2; c had theſtrength of Afrracles to juſtific his Do- 
&&: 12x, which theſe want, and are driven to this ſhift in 
lieu of them,to cozen the people with ſuch as are ſupps- 
ſititious. Now if there be no ſalvation out of the Church 
of Rome,not to ſpeak of our ſelves; @c.what charity isit 
to think all the water caſt away that is poured inChriſts 
name upon'the faces of thoſe Chriſtians inGreece 

and remoter places,to which this Ages curiolity and co- 
vetoulneſs hath taught them the way ? This makes me 
think there is no room for ſuch monopolizing opinions: 
But 1 leave this to Divines,returning to the Pope. 

After the Piery of the firſt Biſhops of Rome had pur- 
chaſed them Repurarion, and that God had not only 
opened the bearts of Potentatesto receive the Goſpel,but 
their hands to build and endow Churches : They bei 
advanced firſt ro the Dignity of Arch-Biſhops, thence 
to Parriarchs, and fo at laſt to the Papal Supremacy, 
( a name derived from Pater Patriarcherum, which for 
brevities ſake was written Pa Pa ) exchanged their 
Piety for Promotion, It being the Cuſtome of frail 
Humanity, to conclude goodneſs at the beginning ol 

elicity. 
4 For _ the advantage of new kindled Zeal wile 
ly obſerved by them ro be the hotteit the Popes were 
ableto lead King and People whither they pleaſed, 
and in the interim had the opportunity ro proport-

may to a 6 at laſt it led - ann Ge Poſte 
Impieries,by encroaching, under pretence of Religion, | ſame 
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gpon higher Juriſdiftion and Power'than could natn- 
rally bobs to Subjefts : which wanting ſtrength of 
their own to maintain, they ſheltered them under the 
Denation of ſuch Princes, as had no better titles ro their 
Crowns, than was derived from an Uſurperion over the 
weakneſs of thoſe in former poſſeſſion; glad of the Popes 
ProteCtion, becauſethey found the generality of men 
ether out of Religion or Ignorance, made their eſti- 
mate of the truth or falſhood of the Titles,and legality 
of the Claims of Princes, according as they were more 
or leſs current in the opinion of their Clergy, whoſe 
pdgments depended wholly on the Biſhop of Reome,who 
afforded his approbation to their illegitimate Tzeles,out 
of no weaker Reaſon of State, than they at ficlt deſi- 
red it: Laying up with all diligence their Pers:50ns , 
and his Granrs, to remain as Precedents for their po- 
ſteriry to be guided by : Therefore it is no wonder , 
why thele Tyrants and Uſurpers ſhould ſtrengthen 
the power of the Pope, ſince the foundation cf their 
own was laid upon the exorbitant exceſs of that of 
Rome: which is ſo improved, as the Emperour hath, 
for many ages, received his Crown from their Succeſ- 
ſors, ro whom his Predeceſlors had formerly given 
the e Mitre. 

The cloud of 7gnorence, that did then cover the face 
of the world, was a great help to keep their jugling 
undiſcovered : For thar little Learning extant in thoſe 
times was wholly included in the Mon-ſtical Clergy, 

the Laxy being intent upon nothing but Wars aud 
Plcature ) fo as they had opportunity to make all 
Books and Records ſpeak in their favour; which being 
Manuſcripts, and (> but in few hands, it was no hard 
matrer to corrupt them, Beſides being prohibited Mar- 
age, they did neither reſpe@ nor acknowledg other 
erity or Alliance, than thoſe to ſucceed in the 
ſame places, of whom ;they had fo religious a care, 
X as 
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as they thought none merited well of the Church, 
that did not leave them endowed with more Power and 
Immunitzes than they found them : Making it an Ar. | 
ticle of the faith they owed to the Profellion, ro ſup 
preſs the Lay, and advance the Clergy : And if chi 
was the End, they eſtcemed no Means ill, conducing 
coir. 


Thus by Time, the Indulgency of good, and Nec 
ceſlity of wicked and illegitimate Prorces, they freed 
their whole Soczery from the JurildiCtion of the temps. 
ral Magiſtrate, not ſuffering them to be liable to any 
puniſhments,but thoſe eternal,and ſuch astheir own ſupe. 
riors ſhall think fit ro lay upon themzſeldom ſuitable to 
the fault, unleſs in cafe of Schiſm from rheir general 
Tenets: and in thistheir Jealouſy, no leſs than pry 
dence makes them very ſevere. Now having purchaſed 
Eaſe, Honour, and Impunity, \uch as were Poor, Guilry,ot 
Ambitious, belides Townger Brothers, and thole in Dkr, 
entered their Fellowſhip; which freed them from preſent 
want,aad fear of puniſhment for former Offences, how 
capital locy+ 7: And theſe being, for the molt part, 
the beſt natural avilitics, ſoon learned the $Kill, fo to 
work on the conſciences of Dying people, and thoſegt- 
frighted with their fins, that the Church was left Heirof 
the beſt part of Chriſtendom. And taking encourage 
ment from the blind zcal then raigning, ( which ul 
Priming had opened a way to Knowledge, rendred al 
things poſſible nato them) they did not only make uſe 
of ſuch profitable Errors,as their Fore-fathers lefr them, 
but brought in new ones of their own coatriving, 
zilding them with the ſplendid titles of things neceſſe7 
and of religiow wſe;, Amongſt which were Images, 
brought in at firſt only to encourage others to imitate 
their conſtancy, whom they ſaw painted, with the mat» 
ner of Death they had been pur to by the Perſecutors 
oſ thoſe Times: Of the Croſs, wore anciently only fat 
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a Cogniſance, they have made a Turelary God, looking 
no higher in their Extremities: The bl:ſſed. Sans 


were {candalized with rhe Worſhip given ro them,and 


their Reliques : whom, ina full imiration of the Hea- 
then, they made Prorefors of their Cattle, and (ſmallec 
Plaſwes, as Hawking, Hunting, &c. And becauſe the 
Bible did not, in their opinions, afford a ſtore ſuffici- 
ent for all uſes, they have added a number more,as may 
be found in the Legend. 

To the Monks, and all forts of Friars, the Popes have 
facceſſively given immenſe Proviledges and Indulgences, 
wiſely conlidering, they gain them vittories, without 
the Sword, and are a ſtrong and faithful Militia, fed 
2nd paid by the reſpeCtive Princes of Chriſtendom, who 
though they know they depend on a Foreign Power, 
yet few dared to explode them : ſo ſharp and terrible 
mas thcir fear of the Knife, and more deeply wound- 
ng dart of Excommunication. And decenls, in caſe all 
{ings ſhould have joyned, it might have gone hard 
with his Holineſs, he kept them imployed abroad at 
the Holy War, orat Enmity one with another, or 
t leaſt at Unity with himſelt, by maintaining their 

d Titles, or diſpenſing with their Inceſtcozs or A. 
erons Marriages, But hnding , in theſe latter days, 
knowledge hath expoſed him to a Reformation,and that 
frinces would no longer make the vindication of his 
Tempor alities, or what, under the notion of Spirirals , 
te is pleaſed to call His, a matter of Religion : and not 
ring to alter any thing formerly admitted by his 
Fedeceſſors, for fear of falling under this undeniable 
Concluſion, That he which hath erred in one thing, may 
amore: He moſt politickly called in the Ingasſtion, 
which turneth no leſs to the profit + of the Secular 
Frince ( who hath all he diſlikes condemned by an 
Authority uncapable as well of Envy as Revenge) than 
the Pceſeryation of the Eccleſirſtichs, and his Hobhineſſes

denying bis Maſter ; who following the example of 
Cirsſt,did 11 humility waſh his Companion's feer, which 
this doth in jeſt, during the boly week, as they call it; 
but ſuffers his own to be, in earneſt, kifſed by King: 
and Emperours. It is true, he ſtyles himſelf the Server 
of Servants, but is contentto be worſhipped under the 
title of Lord of Lords : Nay ſome of his Flatterers have 
given him the name of a God, yet with Pau! and Bar 
nabas, he doth not rend his Cloaths, ſaying He 5: « 
man ſubjet to infirmities, as others are 7, but rather ſeeks 
to ſeem worthy of this Title, by proclaiming to the 
world, That be eannet err, a power God hath w 
reſerved to himſelf; or if communicated (which I wi 
not now diſpute) itis only to the Church in general, 
when, in his fear they ſhall meet to determine matters 
of Religion, Which is ſo con to the nature of his 
Greatneſs,that no ſound is {o terrible to him,as that of 
a General Council, a thing this Age cannot hope to ſee 
free and intire, by reaſon of the contrary Intereſts of 
Princes, who, together with Religion, mingle their co- 
yetoys and ambitious Pretences : For if ſuch interrup- 
tions had not been, ſo undecent a proceeding ſhould ne- 
ver have taken place, as was inthe Council of Trent ; 
where the Emperony ſuffered the Pope to be Party and 
Fadge, and the Biſhops bereft of all power, either to 
propoſe or determine. Nor were the Plaintiffs adtnit 
red to more favour or liberty or diſputation, than to 
xemain quiet, and hear themſelves condemned : ſfoas, 
in concluſion, though this Synod was deſired only to 
abate the power, and reform the abuſes of the Cant 
of Rome, it was managed by them with — - 
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that it did rather much ſtrengthen and confirm the ex= 
orbitant power of that See. 

The greateſt things in difpute between Ppt and 
Proteſtant, are matters concerning Profit or Honour ; 
which may ſatisfy any, not delighted with blindneſs, 
that they were brought in by diligence of the Prieſts, 
taking advanrage from the ignorance of preceding 

es. 


From all which I may conclude, that tuch amongft 
them as are wiſe, converfantin Hiſtory, and acquain- 
ted with the preſent praftice of the Court of Rome, are 
foully to be ſuſpetted of Atheiſm: becauſe Conſcience 
can never be-perſwaded againſt a convincing experi- 
ence : which is alſo made good by the irreligious Jra- 
kens, from whom comes this Proverb, The nearer the 
Church the farther from God : For fuch abhor Religion, 
becauſe they ſee the Pope makes but a politick robe of 
t, taking the liberty himſelf to put it on or off, as 
becomes his occalions.

The opinion of a Champion being more ſplendid ( in 
the weak and Romantick ſenſe of Women, that ad- 
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but themſelves) and far above that of a Captain or 
General : So as Sir Edmund Cary, brother to the Lord 
Herſden, then Chamberlain and near Kialman to the 
Queen ( from whoſe mouth 1 have molt of this ) 
told me, that though ſhe chid them both, nothing 
ed her better than a conceit ſhe had, that her 
uty ( of which her flatterers had bred in her a 
kigher clteem than an impartial ear or eye can think 
duc from others report or her own pictures) was the 
ſubjett of this quarrel, when God knows it grew 
from the ſtock of honour of which then they were very 
tender , and ſome mean expreſſions Eſſex uſed of 
Bat, about his being imployed in Jreland, and not 
ber amorous careſſes, which age and in a manner 
2 univerſal diſtribution of them had by this time 
readred tedious, if not loathſome ; intimated in a mo- 
deſt expreſſion uttered in my hearing by Sir Walter 
Kaleigh,none of her leaſt relpeCcted Servants, who upon 
ſome diſcourſe of the Duke of Buckingham, ſaidro this 
parpoſe , That Minions were not ſo happy as vulgar 
pdyements thought them, being frequently comman- 
id to wncemely, and ſometimes wnmatural imploy- 
ments. 
$. But his enemies finding all complaints made to 
tis diſadvantage, though true, negleted, or hung 
won the file amongſt ſuch as the reſolved at her 
better leaſure to enquire into the proofs of; And 
remaining as obſtinate in a reſolution to deſtroy him 
# ſhe did yet appear in his preſervation ; did in- 
deavour, as a laſt refuge, to aQtuate his deſtru- 
tion by accumovlating upon him ſuch high favours 
and honours as they obſerved moſt ſuitable to his hn» 
moor, and fortunes of the Sword-men through 
whoſe counſels they fonnd him the moſt eaſy to 
ed, and amongſt whom many were placed near his 
perſon by themſelves ; And from theſe they received 
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upon all emergencies advice of his carriage: It faring 
with him as it doth ordina:ily betide honeſt and pe. 
nerous Natures, that periſh oftener through confi. 
dence, than diſtruſt. Nor could any other means 
have removed this Court Leviathan ( too deeply 
ſtrook with the harping irons of malice) from the 
ocean of favour he lay m, but ſo ample a Commiſſion as 
might give his Ambition full power and room to ex. 
patiate in, by which he was moſt likely to be tugged a 
ground ; Not wiſe enough to apprehend Many things 
he found inſerted in his Patent, as liberty to Par- 
don or puniſh the Iriſh Rebels ſutable to his own will; 
and power to reward with Lands or Honours all he 
eſteemed worthy , were ſuch flowers of the Crown 
as his eacmies ( ro the diſadvantage of whoſe friends 
he might imploy them ) could not in reaſon but 
have tound cauſe to oppoſe, had they been picked 
out for any milder delign, than to deck a Ge- 
land for that head they mcant to ſacrifice to their 
malice and revenge. But this bcing ated (though 
long before ſtudied ) amongſt the laſt Scences of her 
Tragedy, I ſhall defer the concluſion till ſome other 
time, cndeavouring here ( according to my weak fan- 
cy, prompted only by Report ) to draw a profpett of 
her Court : where, all her Reign, Majeſty and Thrsft did 
ſtrive for preheminence without incroaching upon 
any confine either of Baſeneſs or Prodigality. Nor 
can this be wondred at by ſuch as know the pow- 
er ſhe derived from Law or Cuſtome to be furniſhed 
with all Proviſions at a ſet price, By which a heavy 
Impoſition was cut off, found by experience to load 
Greatneſs, ſeldom admitted to a cheap Market: Sellers - 
recompenling their want of honour, by the Exciſe they 

put on ſuch as own it. And becauſe this was Arbitras 


ry at the will of the Green Cloth(a Court only intending 
Proviſion and Carriage:) The Purveyors upon whom 
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lay the execution ; ,And ſo by conſequence the envy, 
were, if guilty, ,atthe mercy of eyery accuſer, be- 
iog aot ſeldom; hang'd or put in the Pillory upon the 
diſcovery ſometimes. of ſmall abuſes: Her Govern- 
ment appearing 1o full of policy,. as. ſhe was rarely 
found to interpoſe the power of the Crown in her 
own cauſe : Who by turning. her face towards the 
fins, and coontenancing the puniſhment of ſuch Har- 
pies, did belides ſtop the future current of their 
Corcuption ; Through which ſhe became not only 
better ſery'd, but gained an opinion of Juſtice, and 
Mercy rowards her people: it being the male-admi- 
niſtration, more than badnef(s of any Office, I ever 
knew during her Reign or her Succeſſours, legally 
erected, that raiſed murmoring in the people, the 
l-boding voice of Sedition ;, which it heard, is not 
to be neglected, bur like the Sea ſtopped by the banks 
of Juſtice; for if it once grows epidemical,all endeayours. 
do rather enflame than moderate it , as thought to 
d more from neceſlity than love. 

o. And here I think it not impertinent to inſert aSto- 
ty as it was related by aneye witneſs. _ A Purveyor ha- 
ving abuſed the County of Kent, upon her remove to 
Greenwich ( whither ſhe often reſorted, being as [ 
have heard the firſt air ſhe breathed : and therefore 
moſt likely to agree with her ) a Countryman watch- 
ing the time ſhe went to walk, which was common- 
ly carly, and being wiſe enough to take his time 
when ſhe ſtood unbent and quiet from. the ordinary 
occaſions ſhe was taken up with, placing himſelf with- 
the reach of her car, did after the faſhion of his 
coat, cry aloud, which is the Queen ? whereupon, as 
ber manner was, ſhe turned about towards him, and 
de continuing ſtill bis queſtion, ſhe her ſelf anſwered 
[ am your Queen, what would'ſt thou have with me ? you 
replied the Fellow, are one of the rareſt Women I ever 
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ſaw, and can tat no more than my davwghter Madge , 
who is thought the propereſt Laſs in cur Pariſh, thawh 
ſhort of you, but that Queen Elizabeth I look for, & 
vours ſo many of my Hens, Ducks, and Capons, « 
I am not able tolvve. The Queen, no lefs avſpiciow 
ro all ſures made through the mediation of her com- 
ly ſhape, of which ſhe held a high eſteem after her 
Looking Glaſſes (long laid by before her death ) might 
have confated her in any good opinion of her Face, 
then malignant to all Oppreſlion above her own, inqui 
red who was Purveyor, and as the ſtory went, ſoffered 
himto be hang'd : after a ſpecial order for his tryal, 
according to a Statute formerly made to prevent + 
buſes in this kind. 

10, This Princeſs, in imitation of her Father Hemy 
the Eighth did admit none about her for Penſioners, 
Privy Chamber men, Squires of the body, Carvers, Cy 
bearers, Sewers, Cc. ( that were not a few in number) 
but perſons of mo ſtrength and birth , refuſing to 
one her conſent ( dema before any could bead 
mitted tothe meaneſt place in her houſe, ) becauſe 
he wanted a zooth ;, yet was never known to deſert an 
for age or other infirmity after once inrolled, bute- 
ther continued them, or, n their diſcharge, gave 
them conſiderable and well paid ons. As for 
her Guard , Uſhers, Porters, and all attending below 
Staires, they were of ano leſs extraordinary ſize, that

Foreign Maliguity of operating with ſucceſs ; becauk 
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her deſigns were begotten under Mercury, and brought 
forth by the aſſiſtance of Mars in caſe of oppolti- 
on : She owning Souldiers no leſs able to at, than 
Counſcllours ro adviſe; In whoſe choice ( for the 
moſt part ) wiſdem was folely looked upon, not put- 
ting by Safficiency though accompanied with a mear 
Birth, and Crooked perſon, as it chanced in a Father and 
Son of the Cecils, both incomparable for Prudence. It 
being ſomerimes neceſſary ro make wiſe men Noble , 
where Noblemen are too lazy and addicted to plea- 
ſure to indeayour to be wiſe. 

11. It is the higheſt ſtep of advantage a Prince 
can meet with, To have for Cornſe! about him, per- 
ſons whoſe fortunes are of the ſame piece with his 
own. The conſideration of which may abate the won- 
der Queen Elizabeth proſpered ſo well at the begin- 
ning, when incumbered both within and without by 
ſuch difficulties, or how ſhe came to out-reach ( be- 
fore ſcarce able to ſtand upon her own leggs ) ſo ex- 
at a Maſter in Xing-craft, as the Spariard. | confeſs her 
being a woman did render the delay of Afarriage more 
ſutable to his patience and her honour, than other- 
wiſe it could have been; But the dexterons manage- 
ment of this advantage mult be attributed ro the grear 
wit of her Juno, amongſt whom her greateſt Conſi- 
dents were of the Anugn/tan Confeſſion, and therefore un- 
likely to continue in favour, it in being, after ſuch 
4 ConjunCtion as Philip the Second delired. Nor could 
diſtance of place, the deluder of eyes, hinder the 
inſpection of that Prince, who having commanded in 
Engl..nd ſome years under the right of Aary, could 
not but in probability hear all that was to be 
known. And it we may gueſs at the Qneens carriage in 
this, by her proceedings in the two Treaties of Marri- 
are after with France, we may preſume ſhe did pur- 
chaſe this delay , ( if not buy off the diſcovery of ſome 
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Infirmity) with the Articles. of her Opinion contrary 
to thoſe of Rome, and to which, as appears by an old 
letter, the Catholick King was not at that time a- 
verſe. Though upon her deluding him, to avoid 
ſuch a Schiſm in the lower Germany as had bappened 
in the upper, he did indeavour to introduce the 
Inquiſition; Fortune having rendered him fo indulgent 
from the beginning to the Queens preſervation, that 
he ſold the Low Countries, the only place able to pur: 
chaſe her peace, a bargain (asl have hcard from the 
Earle of Leiceſter, the laſt Engliſh man Governour of 
Fluſbing ) fomented by thoſe that treated this Match 
for her Majſty « which found, Pope Pics darted 
out the former mentioned Excommunication , till 
then reſtrained through the mediation of Philp. 1 ſhall 
not determine whether it was Godly zeal or worldly 
intereſt that prompted their judgments to thele ac- 
curate Countels, fince I find both in ſome part gra- 
tified by future ſucceſs: Though fee cauſe enough 
in the latter to imploy all the brains, both of the 
Proteſtants and Papiſts in power about her ; the one 
owning their lives to her well being, and the other 
Abby Lands to the contiguance of it : for though 
Sir John Parſons told me he had ſeen a Bull amongſt 
Mr. Seldens Antiquities, by which the Pope confirmed 
the Lands of the Church in the bands of their preſent poſ- 
feſſonrs, provided they in other reſpetts continued under 
his Obedience, yet whether this might be fafel 

truſted to, 1 leave in ſuſpenſe, and to their conſt 
deration that may remember they were fiſty years 
ago valued much below other Titles and De- 
means. 

12. The cauſe, It may be thought Intereſt as much 
av Love in her Privy Council that Ull Leiceſters dayes, 
nete are found to have received Penſions from foreign 
Frixe!, eto play Loaty or deal treacherouſly in his 
Imploymcz1s 
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Tmployments eitherat home or abroad : nor were ho- 
mourable and gainful Offices during her abode at the 
Helm given ro men of aolarger capacities than were 
-meerly requiſite to the execution of the place ; But be- 
ſtowed upon ſuch publick Spirits as were able to ad- 
'viſe in the mdſt crabbed affurs, by which the charge of 
their ſupport was born and the Commoen-weal ſerved 
with men under a double Capacity. Now though we 
malt yield ro Solomon, that ſafety is ro be found in 4a 
malritude of Counſellor 5, Yet Secrecy is commonly abſent 
ia all Aſlemblies, but where a few reſolve : for which 
and perfeCt Inrelligence from abroad (the light and 
-dire&tor of rhe bark of Prudence ) if any age before, 
4 am ſure none fince can be compared with the days of 
Burl:igh and Walſmgham 1n this particular ; whoſe ſteps 
Archbiſhop Bancroft followed fo cloſe, as by foment- 
4ing a difference berween the Jeſmites and Regulars, he 
made a breach in their Unity, the ſtrongeſt argu- 
mear they have te ſupport the Papacy ; And illumi- 
nared by fo clear a judgment , did through their 
claſhing make fo perfect aa inſpetion into the ſe- 
cular practices of che Conſfory in Rome, as he preven- 
ted many dangers might have other wayes fallen up- 
on the Nation : for which Blackwell, the then Po- 
piſh Metropolitan , lay under fome ſuſpicion from 
the coatrary Fattion, how juſtly I knownot. Yet 
have heard, that no Prieſt was landed any time in 
England, bat the Biſhop had a perfect Charatter of 
his remper and relations ; The eafier brought about 
by himrhar ( in the eſtimation of the Puritans) own» 
ed moſt of the Teners, being beſide no rigid perſe- 
cuter of any who had nor in tis compoſition the gall 
of Treaſon mixed with Religion : the Regulars being 
then in a high eſteem, becauſe rheir oppolers the 7eſa- 
«rs were abour that time baniſhed France, and their 
Cells demoliſhed , with a Pyramid crefted to their 
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infamy z for an indeavour to Allaſſinate we 4 
Fourth, * And from this Indulgence of the Arch-

as were connived at ( the of ather Orders ) look. 
ed upon the Jeſaits as enemics, and all new-comer; 
of their own under a no milder aſpe& than intruders 
on their profit , And therefore the more inquilitiye

Yetnc 
withſtanding the incomparable diligence of this Pre 
late, under two Princes, for the prelervation of peace 
and unity, He was abominated by the preciler lort,the 
heat of whoſe zeal appears the more vanatural, be 
cauſe their mouths were furred with bicter and un- 
lavoury lavectives, which followed him after the hand 
of Death had laid him out of the reach of all other 
favorr but what is due to his deſert from Charity and 
Cratitude; Therefore to be ſtrongly preſu the 
worſt malice could invent.

| confeſs 1 have heard him Charattcred for a 7ovial 
Doftor, but very Jealous of the Clergies Revenue, no 
lels than his Cogntries ſafety, which he endeavoured 
to bring about through a redution of Britanny into one 
Form of Worſhip, by the train of Calvin molt rigidly 
oppoled ; But the jwo contrary Fattions at Court ( one of

But as God ſhes'l 
In his death the weakneſs of the arm of ficſh, fo not low 
aſter he declared as plainly the power of his Juſtice iz 
ſtrit account he rook from thoſe that were the princ- 
pal agents 10 it : For aſter the blow given, the Wu, 
preſaging by a multitude of tears ſhed for him, the 
great drouth was likely to appear in the cycs of be 
Subjefts, when the hand that igned the warrant for « 
ſhould be cut off, ſell into a deep Afelancholy, whered 
ſhe died not long after. And for the Fame that imme 
diately followed her ( if multitudes were not foully m- 
taken ihe was more beholding to ber ſaccefſor : muſe arr» 
age: in the general opinion, than any popular cſteem at. 
tending her to the grave : ber dearh being reported to 
procre ifrom an occahon that would tave been _ 
ridic ul >us in an ordinary Lady, much more in a per 
pf her magnitude : Bur ſuch as take Prizces for other 
than Mecn,ſhew they never ſaw them in true light: who, 
_ the Gods of the Heathen, cannot in their ations &« 
peeches during Life be diſcerned from ordinary Mat- 
tals but by the worſhip given them ; being ſo remote 
from owning apy real Diyiaity, As with own they 
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Qacen Elizabeth. 
put on greater frailties than they do diveſt : For durin 

the critical minure of the Queens ftrongeſt affettion(whi 

was upon Efex his return from Cales » he had impor- 
tuned her for ſome fig nal token, which might aſſure bim, 
that in his ablence ( to which his own Genius, no leſs 
than the reſpe& he bare to the promotion of her ho- 
nour and obedience to ber commands, did daily prompt 
him Jos Emenes(of whom he had many about the Chair 
of State) ſhould not through their Malice or Subtilty 
diſtreſs him,or render him leis or worſe deſerving ia hcr 
eſteem : upon this,in a great deal of familiarity,ſhe pre- 
ſkated a King to him ; which after ſhe had by oaths in- 
duced with a power of freeing him from any danger or 
diſtreſs his future miſcarriage, her Anger, or Enemies 
malice could caſt him into, the gave it him, with a pro» 
miſe, that ar the firſt ſgbe of it all this and more if poſli- 
ble hould be pranted. Afﬀter his commitment to the Tow- 
e& he ſent this Jewel to Her Majeſty,by the then Counteſs 
of Nottingham, whom Sir Koberr Cecil kept from de- 
bvering it : This made the Queen think her ſelf ſcorn- 
ed, a 1 reaſon againſt her Honour, And therefore not 
unlikely to be voted by the pride of fo great a Lady 
wore Capital than that pretended againſt her Perſon, 
which power doth rarely ſuffer to ſcape unpuniſhed: be- 
bdes he had been tempted through paſſion to ſay, or 
has enemies to deviſe, That ſhe now doted, and owned 4 
mind no leſt crooked than ber body , A high blaſphemy a- 
gainſt ſuch a divine Beauty, as Flatterers, the Idolizers 
of Princes,had enſhrined her in. And from theſe his mis- 
fortunes, led on by the weakneſs Fealowſie and Age had 
bred in her, his Maligners took advantage, fo as his 
Head was off before diſcretion, love or pity had lea- 
fure to diftate, The Ring might be miſcarried and the 
former relation falſe But the Lady of Nottingham co- 
ming £0 ber death bed, and finding, by the daily ſorrow 
the Queen expreiled for the loſs of Efex, her ſeif a prin- 
cipal 
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cipal tin his deſtroftion, conld not be at reſt ti 
ſhe diſcovered all, and humbly implored mercy 
from God and forgrvencſs from her Soveraign: 
who did not only refuſe to give it, bot having ſhook 
her as ſhe lay in her bed, ſent ber accompanied with 
moſt fearful curies to a bigher Tribonal. Not long &f 
ter the Queens weakneſs did appear mortal, haſtened by 
the wiſhes of many, that could not in reaſon 
pardon for a fault rhey found ſhe had fo ſeverely 
niſhed in her fclf, 2s to rake comfort in nothing after. 
But upon all occafions of figning Pardons would up 
braid the movers for them with the haſty anticipatia 
of that brave mans end, not to be expiated in relatios 
to the Nations loſs by any future endeavour, much leb 
ſo unſeaſonable an uncharitableneſs to a dying Lady. 
24. After Efſex was thus laid by, the total manage- 
ment of State affairs, fell ro Sr. Robert Cecil in right of 
wiſdom, who free from competition became bold « 
nough to inform the Queen, that roo many years bai 
been already lapſed, and the peoples quiet 4 by br 
delay, wn not fixing upon one certain Succeſſour £ Nothoy 
remaimng wanting, but ber conceſſion, to free the Nation 
from a Crvil war, = declaring the King, of Scots ber law 
ful Heir, who beſides an immediate right, bad the greath 
power at hand to quell the hopes of all contrary pretender, 
at that time more than a few \, having lang been umboldened 
either through ber Majeſties Indulgence or Prudence, « 
Artifice dangerow for ber people, and not wipoſſibly now d- 
ftruttive to her ſelf, the love of whom was by good Govers 
ment for forty years, ſo deeply rooted in her Subjelts, as 
could be buried in nothing but ber grave. Nor did he alone 
beat her ears with theſe ſounds, no lefs terrible to her 
age at that day, than they had been formerly ungrats 
ful to her youth : But the generality of all about her; 
there remaining after Fſex remove,no Faction at Cour 
able to reſcue any from the preſent or future revenge 
Cl 
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of this man, with whom the moſt did comply, for 
ſear of having their hopes blaſted by this Northern Sun 
that began to riſe 4, q— to the declenſion of 
the health. he truth of which the moſt in- 
acdulous may find throughout the whole Arraignment 
of Cobham, Gray, and Ralezgh, profelled Antagoniſts to 
Efex, under whoſe ſhelter they might have been pro- 
tected in relation to their cauſe, though by them im- 
ly managed. This proves it no great hyperbo- 

to afhrm, The Queen did not only bury Aﬀection, 
but her Power inthe Tomb of Eſſex, who having the 
Love of the people would execute without fear any 
Command, which they wanting durſt not undertake : 
The cauſe Cecil thought it more prudence to rely upon 
the promuſe of 4 Prince his Father had made Motherlefs, 
than in the forgiveneſs of a multitude whoſe odium he 
tad by many proceedings contracted ; Burt eſpecially 
in being inſtrumental in the death of Ef x, and thoſe 
bopeful young Gentlemen that loſt their lives and for. 
tunes with him: Amongſt whom was Sir Henry Lee,for 
only wiſhing well tro the three Earls in the Tower, and 
another executcd in Smrbfield for writing, the news of 
their Apprehenhion to his Father that was out of Lor- 
dn, Bur not to exceed the delign of this piece which 
was not to aſperie any, eſpecially one allied ſo nearly 
to my Grand-Mother, and a Family now rendered Il. 
loſtrious by ro Exrldoms and a number of glorious 
Matches ;, I ſhall relate only bu wiſe Indeavonrs to make 
James Tucceed, by whom he was courted with many 
Latters, and larger promiſes than, as | have heard, were 
ever performed, and other propoſals made, amongſt 
which was a creaty of peace with Spain, paſſionately de- 
lired of the Scorsſh King, who by this grateful ſervice

25- It had no conſiderable Enemy beſides the Catholic 
King, And his power ſo maimed by the frequent blom 
received from her Maritime Militia, that he ſou 
peace in a poſture far below the uſual pride and Rhv- 
domontado-gallantry of that Nation; apparent in th: 
rich Donatives beſtowed on all abour King Jam 
who were any way likely to farther or obſtruct it. 4

friend, who in all walled Towns prayed for her in pub- 
lick, owning her for little leſs than their Princeſs un- 
dr the title of a Preteftreſs, Though the Durch were 
po leſs hers by Intereſt than Gratitude, yer leſt pro- 
ſperity ſhould in a reſty humoar ſtrain theſe cords, 
ber hands were ſtrengthened by Cautionary Towns, which 
did not only bridle them, but abate much of the danger 
our Merchants were in from thoſe remaining under the 
Crown of Spainz Not ſo much recruited about this 
time by the reduction of Offend after three years ſiege, 
as weakened by the former loſs of Slxce in a far leſs 
conſiderable time, As for Denmark, Sweden and other 
Nations that ordinary calculation hath ſeated Eaſt of 
vs, ſhe held good correſpondence with them, Bur lay 
obnoxious to no anothec inconveniences from them, 
than what ſhe ſuſtained by the Froſt, Snow and tedious 
weather the vicinity of their icy coaſts uſeth to infeſt 
more happy Climates withal.

00 leſs Odium at home than envy abroad. For through 
the ſeries of her Raign, ſhe kept Parliaments, the pulſe 
of this Nation, in ſuch a temper as no ſigns appeared 
either of Anarchy or Tyranical Oppreſſion 5, her Go- 
vernment having been handed ro the ple with 
that ſweetneſs, that it was eſteemed of no leſs ad- 
vantage to them, than their obedience brought ho- 
nour to her: under whom the (rown remained 
in ſuch credit, as the Fxchequer was eſteemed 

val ſecurity with the Exchange ; The Tellers 
of that Court being as ready to iſſue out moneys,

ceive it. And if any contrary practice ſince brings the 
truth of this into ſuſpence, let the Proverb As ſure 
Check bayl me from the leaſt ſuſpicion of hyperbole. Her 
Lands, of whick ſhe had a vaſt proportion,were loaden 
with Timber ft for all imployments, lying ready upon 
occaſion either to raiſe a Navy, or AMeney to pay Souldi. 
ers or Mariners. Nor was her Treaſury quite empty, or 
the Crown burdened with any conſiderable debts, but 
what a Parliament would without murmur have refund. 


ed ; No cauſeof Jealouſie remaining in relation to an 
incroachment upon their liberty or eſtates, Since ſhe 
did not extend to the leaſt general prejudice her own 
unqueſtioned intereſt in the perquiſites of the Crown; 
So as her Parks, Foreſts and es were rather a relief 
than burthen to the Subject, it being then as rare to 
hind a man of quality denied Yeniſon, as to hear of one 
(if not roo intemperate ) puniſhed for ſtealing it. And as 
the Fuſtice in Oyer was moderate in his Courts that re- 
lated only to the preſervation of Game,So thoſe in Weſt. 
mnſter-ball were as careful to diſtribute Equity and 
Right: or.if in her time ſome Cuſhions in Chancery,Che- 
guer, and (ourt of Wards were taken with the Meth of 
Corruption, \t was aſter her Inſpection failedher,for want 
of a-contrary FaCttion truly to inform, and no proper. 
ſity ia her Nature to protect ſuch courſes. The ordi- 
nary Plea uſed after, of ſelling Dear, berauſe they bougit 
ſo, being void rhe mott of her days; in which no vilible 
Bribes tor Offices were offered or accepted but what 
reſulted from favour or deſert. The Church in her days 
lay not disfigured in the filth of profanenefs, nor was 
it dawbed by the varniſh of Hypocrikie : and 
Sabbath ( the ordinary pretences for Sedition”) 
decently not rigidly commanded or obſerved. So as the 
wall-eyed blanchers at them were followed more out of 
reproach than approbation ; And might have been (0 
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fill, had not the State rendered them more conſideras 
ble by their notice, than really they were : fondly ima« 
gining the barred found in ſucceeding Parkaments tothe 
Papiſts reſulted from a Puritanical affeftion ;, when it 
was for a long time in the moſt a fear of ſhaking the 
titles of Abby Lands, or adelire to free the Laity, in all 
things temporal and mulctable, our of the hands of the 
Church 1, who about the ſetting of this glorious Planet 
became ſomething more red and ſevere, than futed with 
a Calling no better ſupported: For though zeal in the 
Clergy may bias men towards religious duties, yet it 
bath often been found ſo much to alter the gate of the 
Rable, as they have quite forſaken the end of all Pro- 
ſeſſions which is Obedience to God and their Govern- 
ours, And inclined to more uncouth and deſtructive 
Opinions, than an open and unſuborned temper in Re- 
ligion was ever yet found guilty of. 

27. Thus I may have in part explated for the neglett 
if not malice bſervable from the molt Relations cone 
cerning this E.ady; No leſs than vindicated my own 
Gratitude, (Whoſe Grand-Father and Father did both

found the occaſion of much miſchief, eſpecially ro men

nifeſted in that prodigious Parlsament ;, and might have

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7. As for Raleigh, none ever ingloy'd Inlargment 
worſe, that knew io well how to advantage bumſelf 
and his Country in lapriſogment : For during his te- 
dious Lying in the Tower ( under the jealouſic rather 
then Jaltice of King James, who did (o far participate 
of the humour of a puſillagimous Prijace, as to pardoa 
any ſooner than thoſe injured by himſelf) He was de- 
livered of that Minerva, the Hiſtory of the old world: 
which Travel of his Brain ptoved more ſucceſsful, than 
that of his Body, to diſcoyer a-pew one,in that uahap- 
Voyage to Guinea, in which his Son with . a nymbzc 
other Gentlemen were loſt add undone, and he 
expoſed to the Spaniſh Cruelcy, who about that time 
begun todazle the weaker eyes of King James with the 
contemplation of a Afarch, between our Prigce ny 
that Kings Siſter, to whom Sr. Walter had rcade 
himſelf ſufpected, no leſs than he had formerly difobs 
liged the Treaſurer Cecil, by obſtrufting, to the far- 
theſt extent of his power, a Peace, through his media; 
tioapropounded in the very ſtiutting in of Q Eliz ahetl/s 
days: which was not only the cauſe of his Arraigae 
ment long before and carried on fo hercely by Arorney 
Cot and other dependers on the Treaſurer, at Wim 
chefter,but of the order upon this occaſion ſcat, though 
long after, to Gondamer the Spaniſh Agent, vigoroully 
fo demand the head of Raleigh for an aſſault made by 
him on his Maſters Indies : A Head of more weight to 
our Court ( eſpecially in that dearth of wiſdom then 
raging) than the /rfanta could be,Notwithitandiogthe 
moſt general no leſs than the leaſt ſuſpected reports 
made her alone owner ( though ſmall in Stature ) of 
the greateſt Beauty, Virtue,Gallaatry andPrudence that 
were at that day exzant ia womankind. But as the 
fooliſh Idolaters were wont to Sacrifice rhe choiceſt of 
their Children to the Devil, the common enemy of 
ty; fo our Kiug gave np this incomparable 
LC 4 jewel 
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jewel tq the will of this Monſter in Ambition, under 
the pretence 6f a ſuperannvated Tranſgreſſion; Cor 
trary ro the opinion of the moſt honeſt ſort of Gowp, 
men, who maintained that his Majeſties pardon lay is 
cluſively in the Commiſſion be gave him upon his ſe, 
ting out to ſea: It being incongruous, that he who 
remained under the notion of one Dead in Law, ſhould 
as a General diſpoſe of the lives of others, not beiag 
himſelt Maſter of hisown : But the Spaniſh FaCtion 
then abſolute at Court, and fole managers of the 
Kings power, no lefs than his Juſtice, did fo far ten 
der bu Catbolick, Majeſties full ſatisfaction in the 
procuring his death, the only man of note left alin: 
that had helped to beat them in the year 1588. that 
no abſurdity lying in the way of his proſecutior 
could deter them from making uſe. of his former 
Condemnation: Remembring withal how far hs 
wit had puzled them at Wincheſter, That though his 
Judges were willing enough to deſtroy him there, 
yet did rather tire him out of his Life, by 
the bawling of the Kings Counſel on one fide, and the 
Benches inſiſting vpon a confeſſion extorted fron 
the Lord Cobham out of fear, C( who being in the 
ſame Condemnation could but make a circumſtance, 
no creature elſe averring it } than convince him: 
ſome of his Jury being after he was Caſt, o fa 
touched in Conſcience, as to demand of him Pardon on 
their Knees; which made it leſs probable they 
ſhould be able to impanel one ſo wicked as would 
it then. Beſides, no peace beyond the Line was a bt 
lief ſo riveted in the Opinions of all, as he could 
not have been Indiited a new, without the Kings pro. 
ducing of the original Articles, by which his ac 
ſers would have been convinged of malice, or bs 
Prince of folly. He was Captain of the Guard to Que 
Flizaberh, Warden of the Cinque Ports, firſt pony L 
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that new Plantation which in honour of his Miſtris he 
named Yirginse. But above all, of ſo incomparable a dex» 
terity in his Judgement, as the Treaſurer, (who had al- 
ready, by an univerſal compliance with the King and 
his Countrymen, purchaſed the Monopoly of his fa- 
rour ) grew jealous of his excellent parts, leſt be ſhould 
ſupplant him. And this was the firſt cauſe of his 
bringing to that Trial, from whence Gondamor and 
ar Eſpaniolized Engliſh took this laſt advantage to 
cut off his head : which Edward Wimark the Pauli-walker 
wiſhed upon Sr. Robert Nantons Shoulders, one of the 
Secretaries of State, who conſcious of the need he had 
of ſuch good parts, convented him for it, but without 
any betrer ſucceſs than making himſelf ridicvlous ; 
yer had he or his maſter owned ſo much underſtand- 
wg as witty Wimark meant that made the wiſh, we 
bould not have found ſuch cauſe ro complain now of 
his Sons evil Counſel;, left him by deſcent from King 
Janes, That gave this fatal blow, not poſſibly then to 
be ſeconded by ſuch another, Made fo much the heavier 
becauſe procured at the ſute of an Enemy. 

His death was by him managed with ſo high and 
religious a reſolution, as ifa Roman had ated a 
Chriſtian, or rather a Chriſtian a Roman : So as a» 
mongſt the number that contributed to the deſtruction 
of the Earl of Eſſex, none but he died pityed. Which 
King James finding, be according to the Mode of 
wank and il}-confulced Princes, fcr forth in print a 
Declaration, which according to the ordinary ſuc- 
ceſs of ſuch Apologies, rendered the condition of

ons, the States of the United Provinces ( not knowing 
ro which ſide this new Prince would propend ) wer:

before, and fince moſt ſucceſsfully reſiſted that King 
in defence of Zberty, A felicity due to man by 
birth-right, and —_— of forfeiture but to the 
wrath of God, that doth not ſeldom convert it ints 
Tyranny, after a general declenſion into licence and 
oppreſſion, Through which Senators grow ſo richa 
they are tempted to Ambition : Theough few belids 
them have had the dexterity to pain their Freedom, 
Skill to keep it when fortune did fairly preſent then 
with it ; yet ordinarily exerciſed in all Corporation: 
Men in Government reſembling Horſes, that an 
far leſs ranting, and eaſier brought to an even tet 
per, being link'd rogether in a team, than ſingle 
a Chariot,as over tickled with the Trappings of pri 
and honour : Therefore more unanimous in war tha 
peace ;, unlikely then, as now, to produce to the 
Netherlands any greater advantage than a confch 
on of a Right, theirs before in poſſeſſion, By treating 
them in an equal degree of honour with othe 
Princes and Free States. For in this Truce was hatchet 
the Conſpiracy of Barnavelt, the Fattion of the Arm 
nians, and ſo many other evil humours contracted 
as have given them ever ſince a full imployment rocot- 
ret and evaporate. The contexture of this kind 
Government being ſo delicate and mathemarical, 
Thar, as it is leaſt capable of error, ſo if one chance 
to creep in ( aspoſlibly may by roo long indulging of 4 
Family ) it doth hazard, if not unravel the whol: 
web. Toconclude, they are not in my experienc 
or reading parallel'd, by any people beſides then 
ſelves in his, To become rich by a defenſive war 
The Swiſs, though owners of brave aftions, at 
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ſo far their Punies in the learning of trade, 
That whilſt the one out of plenty is able to hire aſs 
Wance of their Neighbours, The other out of meer 
neceſſity are become the Cudgels with which the 
reſt of the world do upon all occaſions beat one 
mother. All which conſidered might raiſe an Uſe 
of Inſtruction ro England, not unturniſhed with as 
good Mariners, No leſs. than one of Example to 
Venice : who might, if ſhe looked within and with» 
out, find pou enough to make them, were they 
cured of the Trembling of the heart, a diſcaſe per- 
haps incident to all Republicks not ſounded in Arms. 
Bat in a venerable reverence to the Ghoſts of Lipſu«, 
Sit Henry Savil, Strada, and other bold Authors, 
that arraign Tacitw for his Digreſſions no leſs than 
Stile; who have no doubt raiſed ſo numerous an 
ilue ro their judgements as may hereatcer ſacrifice 
theſe leaves to a like Cenſure; I hall return to K. 
Janes, who had far worle Books ( {aid, and no doubt tru- 
ly, to be of his writing ) as intemperately on the 0- 
ther ſide praiſed by flatterers ; which elated his ima» 
gination to ſo high aneſteem of his Wiſdom, that he 
out of an impertinent emulation was thought co affect 
Sic Walter Raleigh, the leſs becauſe of the great repute 
that folow'd him for his excellent Pen: fo as alter much 
ſcorn caſt upon ir, being modeſtly demanded, whar 
fault he found, he anſwered as one (ſurpriſed, that he 


ſpate irreverently of King Henry the eighth: which could 


nor be the natural caule, thongh firlt jn his appreben- 
ſince none ever exclaimed more againſt thar 
Ince, than uſually he did. But however, this is 
very notorious, that he dedicated rainy weather to his

ſo far indulged by others, or themſelves, as to tai 
their eſtates off from this Scotch hook, did abort 
this time go to Church.

ie could pollibly by neglefting the Royal Ships, aud

'menr {the Wings, Nails, and Teeth of the Natics) 
reſtife to the World he meant to ſpoil no people & 
their Honour, Lands, Felicity, Goods, or Lam, 
but thoſe all Princes celebrated for wiſdom and gallas- 
try think themſclves ticd in nature to preferve : b 
which he entailed miſery upon his ſucceſſion, and wth 
out the more mercy of God erernal ſlavery to, ec. Fa 
by penning up the Engliſh Valour, and opening tix

revived , ( now almoſt aſleep, _ becauſe it but 
= elcaped Perſecution, the Bellows of Schila) 
, with a People filed Pariters , who meeting 
nearer a definition than the name, all the conſcicntos 
: men in the Nation ſhared the contempt. Since unde 
that geacral rerm were com not y 
_ brainfi. k fools as did oppoſe the Diſciplire 
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Ceremonies of the Church and made Religion an Um. 
brefla ro Impicty, but fuch as out of meer honeſty re» 
frained the Vices of the Times were branded by this 
Tale; weaved of fuch a faſhion, as it became a cover- 
ing to the wicked, and no betrer than a Fools coat to 
men truly conlnentious. Nether was any charged 
with it, though in the beſt relation, thought compe- 
tent for preterment in Church or Common- weal;which 
made the bad glory in their Impiety, and fuch as had 
not an extraordinary meature of grace afhamed of any 
etward profcilion of fanfiry. Court Sermons were 
fraught with bitter lnveCtives againſt cheſe people 
whom they feared in a Claſs far nearer tke conknes of 
Hell than _ ; Yet the wilcſt durſit not dehive rhem. 
The King called them Proteſtants ſeared ont of their wits 7 
ethers, Lovers of Godgand baters of their nexghbours Fool- 
9 and infignihcant expreſſions : For had they held 
them to the names of Hypocrites, known and abomi- 
mrted by all, they would have been buried in coatempye, 
md not riſen, as fince they have done, to the perpetn- 
a detriment of Church and ſtate. Bat the breadth and 
pewnets of the name, together with the colour it hart, 
©d not only delight and cover all that cheated under a 
pretence of San@iry, bur ſtifled the ſeeds of goodacis ; 
io as probity was obſtruted by deceit in the general 
commerce, and Religion rhe guard of propricty rea- 
ded uſeleſs if not deſtruftive ro humane lociety. 
Thus hath the Devil quenched ( for what was but 
a Rivalet then, is now ſwelled ro a Land: flood ) that 
wal with Hypocrifie, and its concomitants Shame and 
h, which ina my Fathers days reliſted the 
Flames of the hotteſt perſecution : For to avoid an 
Mmputation of Pariteniſm ( a greater rub in the way to 
preferment , than vice) our Divines for the gene- 
tality did (acrifice more time to Barchs than Morey 
ve; and bring excelleot Company, drew the molt 
F f 2 Ingenio 
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ingenious Laity into a hike exceſs: And for they 


ordinary Sudics, they were School points and pu 
ſronate expreſhons; as more converſant. with the 
Friars than the Fathers, fcorning in their ordioan 
diſcourſe at Lather and Calvin, but celpecially at the 
lait, fo as I have heard a Bilbop thank God be new 
( though a good Port himfelf ) bad read 4 lone in bn 
or Chaucer. The ſame uſed this fGumile in a Serma 
at Court, That or Religron, like the Kings Armui, 
ftood between two Beaſts , the Firnan and Pay, 
which perhaps admitted of a better conſtrutioa thas 
he meant, the laſt being like the Loon, cabily known; 
bur the firſt ſuitable to an Unicorn, never keen but y 
Painting, Nor was this Schifin avy ways dangrrow, 
till King James ( more it may be thought out of oftes, 
tation, to ſhew ſuch parts as are nothing necellary, 
than Reaſon of State, only requilite in a Prince) made 
ic conſiderable, by putting it 1n competition with the 
Doctrine generally proteſt, in a Colloquie held before

motley, as 'ris ſcarce diſcernable which tde is the 
right, or with the moſt fakety my be owned by 
the Magiſtrate. Since tall that diſkonourable Cilputs, 
Who ſhould command, the Diuc+ſux or the Preeft, noo 
did bopgle at the Swplice, Cres, Ring, and fo by cop 
ſequence the Conmun-Prayer Book, but out of pure Cov 
ſcience, and therefore unlikely ro burt any belide 
themſelves ; till the number increaſing to ſuch a proper- 
tion, made a viſible profit appear to ſo many as want 
ing better imployment, could but conform their mode, 
words, and Fooks to theſe Precifians z; though diſae- 
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title of Puritan did commonly prattiſe in their conver- 
fation rowards God and Man : This generation be. 
ng ordinarily found, elpecially afrer any long ad- 
mitrance, fo well acquainted with the Secrets of

25. ln the mean time the King was much troubled at 
this Accident, not being able to ruminate upon the 
conſequence it might have produced, without trem- 
bling : Nor could be refrain letting fall ſharp ex- 
againſt the inſolency of the Scors, and folly of 
the Englsſh, whoſe bloud he pretended to indulge moſt 
both within and without him : But this he ſoon retra- 
fied, cartying fach an awful reverence to his own

himſelf deſerted. It being paſt peradventurethat he ne- 
yet looked upon the Engiiſh as friends, the cauſe he re.

the Court, a poor ſatisfaCtion for Herbert, that was lef. 
nothing to teſtifie his Manhood but a Beard and Chil-

his Miſtreſs, and from ſuch a vertuous deceit ſhe is ſaid 
to ptocecd. 

26, One thing was then remarbakle at Croydon ficld, 
that none but Sir Edward Sackvile, of the Engliſh, went 
on the Scorslide, and he out of loveto the Lord Bruce, 
whom after he killed ina Duel: which was ſo ill taken 
by his Countrymen, as divers proteſted, that if the fray 
had ſucceeded, he was the firſt likely ro have fallen. 

27. Theſecond matter of worth in the Ferſes con- 
cerns Mr. F dward Hawley, an intimate acquaintance of 
mine, who coming to Court ona grand day, Marwel 
( more famous for this and Wealth, than Civiliry or 
Education, not being ever able toread or write ) kd 
him out of the room by a black ſtring he wore in his 
ear, a faſhion then much in uſe. But this had like to have 
coſt warm blood, FHawly appearing of another temper 
than he at Croydon. Beſides, being of Grays-[nn, not 
only his Society, but all Gentry in London took them» 
ſelves concerned ſo far, as meer ſtrangers flocked to 
his Chamber, and though more than needcd ( he be- 
ing apt enovgh for revenge himſelf) they befought 
him to remember he had the Honour of all the Englsb 
Gentry in his hands, and if managed with Gallantry 
and diſcretion, he ſhonld find enough to ſtand by him; 
many offering ro become his Seconds, which he could 
not accept,having before made choice of Mr. Jobn The 
rowghgood ſince Knighted, who told Adarwet, if he re 
fulcd to fight, Hawley would kill him where-ever tt 
niet with an opportunity ; which ſo” frighted King 
Fames,that he ſent for the Benchers, and through the 

mediation of Chancellor Bacon, formerly of the ſame 
Society, took up the Quarrel, forcing the Scor wer 
um 
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+homble fatisfaftion, to a quiet admiſſion of what Mr. 


Hawly ſhould deſire: And farther to folder vp the 
breach, the Students of Grays Im performed an exquilite 
Mask before his Majeſty, by whom they were after in- 
vited to a great Banguet ; whereat the Gentlemen,ſfomc- 
thing contrary to the rules of Civility, were ſo baſty,as 
to ſcramble, rather than feed ;, for which they under- 
weat a ſharp cenſure,being in the preſence of many Scots 
who looked upon it with ſcorn, though owned them- 
ſelves for Maſters of no great Modeſty. Beſides, when 
they killed the Kings hand, many pur it to their lips 
with their own,looked on at Court tor a low abſurdity. 
28. The third relates to one e Murry, who killed, 
by the help of his men, a Serjeam that came to arreſt 
ham under or near Lxdgare;, for which, more to (atis- 
fie the Sheriffs of Londox, than Juſtice, the rwo Servants 
were hanged,and the Maſter who was principal,though 
with ſome difficulty, eſcaped. But the Lord Zankor 
found no ſuch favour for killing Tarner the Fencer who 
was a man of eminent parts, and ſo better deſerved ir, 
yet his Servants and he were executed : by whoſe death 
the King fatisfed in part the Pcople, and wholly 
himſelf ; ir being thought he hated him for his love to 
the King of France, and not making any reply when he 
faid in his preſence to one that called our Fames a ſecond 
Solomon, that be boped he was not David the Fidlers Son. 
Thus do Princes abuſe one another. 

29.In this place my memory preſents me with Sir 
bert Cecil,after Earl of Saricbury, famed for the moſt mot> 
tal Enemy of the Earl of Eſſex, anda ſeducer of the 
King, by perſwading him this Nation was ſo rich, i: 
could be neither exbanſted nor provoked, A faying 
_ cms laid to his charge, y<t contradicted in 
s practice of his; for the Ear! of Somerſer, being, 
in the flower of his fayour before he had either fe or 
Beard, had got a peremptory Watrant to the Treaturer 
bl, Gg3 for

for 200001 ; who, in his —_ Prudence, fiading 
that not only the Exchequer, but the Indies themſelves 
would in time want fluency to feed fo immenſe a pro- 
digality, and not without reaſon apprehending the King 
as ym_ in the value of what was demanded, as the 
deſerrof the Perſon that begged it ;, and knowing a 
Pound, upon the Scorch accompt, would not pay for the 
ſhooing of a Horſe, by which his Mailer might be 
farther led out of the way of thrift, than in his own 
Nature he was willing to go, being obſerved very tenz« 
cious inthe diſtribution of any money paſſed through 
his hands, or in his preſence; laid the former men- 
tioned ſum ypon the ground in a room throvgh which 
his Majeſty was to paſs: wbo amazed at the quantity, az 
a ſight not unpoſlibly his eyes never ſaw before, asked 
the Treafurer,Whoſe mony it was ? who anſwered, Tour 
before you gave it away : Whereupon the King fell into 
peas, porting he was abuſed, never intending any 
uch gift : And caſting himſelf upon the heap, ſcrabled 
out the quantity of two or three hundred pounds, 
and ſwore he ſhould have no more: However it 
being the Kings Minion, Cecil durſt not provoke him 
farther than by permitting him only the mojery. But 
this not working a perfeCt cure upon his Maſters profuſe 
neſs, or with the reſt of his Vertues being hid from the 
knowledge of the Menu, who like Flics feaſt» their 
aftetions upon the corruptions, rather than ſounder 
parts of Great men ; and haying before had ſnch a duſt 
raiſed in their Cholers,by his ſharp proceedings againſt 
the late Earl of Efex, and his encloſures of Hatfield 
Chaſe ( after he had to his ſo great adyantage exchang- 
ed it for his Manor of Theobalds) that the black Cloud 
of detraCtion fell upon all he ſaid or did: To which the 
Misfortunes crowpapying him from his birth, did 
not alittle add, a & in Nature, like an 
SpeCtacle, multiplying much,jia the Ggt of the yooph 
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the apparitions of ill, Nor was his Death, by prejudice 

looked upon as Hereds, nor the place it attached him 

00,viz.Saridbury-Plain in his Coach,nor Po his Phyſician 

then preſent (a meer Empirick, and celebrated for 

no $kill but in the cure of the cc.) ſmall inducement to 

the Reports which followed : yet when theſe were 

ſpent, and he as it were retired into that Sanctuary that 

doth hide reproach rather than increaſe it, inexorable 

Fate, by the affiſtance perhaps of ſome Impoſthume, 

( which bis maligners cranſlated into an effect of Gods 

vengeance, and did dedicate it to his farther lafamy ) 
brake the Lead he was wrapped in, with ſo much noiſe 
and ſtench as affrighted the by-ſtanders: Therefore 
no wonder he met with no fairer Encomiums, of 
which I ſhall relate theſe,not favouring ſo much of (cur- 
rility though perhaps lefs of Wit than many did then 
current.

43- The watch K. James made between Elizabeth his 
tdeſt Daughter and the Eleffor of Rhyne, contrary to 
the grain of the Catboleck Church, and the defires of her 
Aather, who looked upon it fo much below her, as ſhe 
would not refrain to call her Geodwife Palſerave before 
he had put off her wedding ſhooes ;, bred at a diſtance, 
ach a hope in the Hugoners that remained yet under 
perſecution or reſtraint, and pride in thoſe already 
enancipated through their Governours licoriſhnels at- 
er the choice moriels of the Church, and their own 
delire to change their manner of Service, (grown foul 
i" their opinions, an unavoidable reſult of time, eſpc- 
cally if prompted by more Learning than diſcretion) 
that they ſeaſted their Imaginations with all the mira- 
culous feliciries and deliverances,by the Divers into the

compolitign of all the three firſt mentioned paſſions, in-

{zl upon the Children of Princes, yet her behaviour 
ach been throughout fo blameleſs, as amongſt the 
worſt Reports the Papiſts could raiſe, nothing appears 
might prove her ſo great an Attor in ill, as ſhe is found 
zParient in Miſery : which makes me in charity think it 
rather came by deſcent rhan purchaſe ; unleſs God bath 
done it that his Power may hereafter be ſhewn in rai- 
lng her toa higher dignity than ſhe hath already fallen 
from.

44. It was the Opinion of thoſe Times, that the 
Eleftor might have ſped better had he not matched 
with England, whoſe King was ſo timorous as he ſuffer- 
ed all to periſh for want ofa ſeaſonable ſupply that re- 
hed upon his power : for had his Conſort been of a 
weaker Alliance, he had refuſed the Crown of Bobemia 
when it was offered, or upon acceptance been more cor. 
dally aſſiſted by his fellow Princes, already wearied with 
the Emperours Oppreſlions, no leſs than terrified by an 
a of worſe : it being repugnant to the mode 

a Spamſh pride to reſt within the compals of any 
other Moderation than what is preſcribed to him by 
the Pillars of force, and whereon he finds the laſcripti- 
on of an appareat neceſſity, or the apparition of 
a future benefit. Burt aſſiſtance compoſed of ſo many 
pieces is ſeldom ſucceſsful, and often dangerous to ſuch 
asrelie upon them : of which Charles the fifth left a pre- 
cedent at their own doors, in the perſon of the Duke of 
Saxony, and the Landſpgrave van Heſſe, who by enterfe- 
ring in their Councils tripped up the heels of them- 
ſelves and a greater Army than Afaxririzs,Son-in law to 
the Landſerave, commanded alone, when he made the 
lame Viftorious Emperour, who had together with that 
title incluſive'in his Pcrſon the Kingdom of Spain,cra'sl 
over the Alps by I orch light, and after hide his hea4 
ma Monaſtery. Yet telides their own neglect, and re 
great 
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great confidence they had in K. James (whom they look: 
ed npon as engaged by honour and nature in the Ger. 
man quarrels, at leaſt fo far as the value of the Crown 
of Bohemia extended) they were not to ſeek of a ſuſpy, 
cion, that incaſe the Eleftor ſhould atrain the Imperial 
Diadem(not poſſibly ro have been denied him upon fac. 
ceſs) that with his own force, and the aſſiſtance of By; 
tranny, he might not only have impoſed upon the Lacks. 
rans Conſciences (ſomewhat of a contrary Creed to his) 
but have left them no ſenſe of eaſe in the change. Nor 
was the Lady Elizabeth yet ſo far removed from a poſ 
ſibility of attaining one day the Crown of England, 
her brother being not only ſingle, but lying in the opi- 
nions of many under an averſion to Marriage, as might 
inſure ſuſpicion, which can never apprehend power at 
diſtance enovgh, from thoſe they think may imploy ir 
ro the prejudice of their Liberty who have formerly 
lain under the weight of bondage. Some Paralites 
cried it up to the height of a Prophetical wiſdom in 
King James, that he would not ſuffer his Son tobe 
prayed for in our Churches by the title of King of Be 
hemia;, but clearer Judgements ſaw it no hard matter to 
determine of his fortune, whoſe good or bad ſucceh 
lay wholly in his hands. 

45- I have had the moſt, if not all may be found 
here, out of Lerreys, which I eycr looked upon as the 
beſt and pureſt intelligence ; in one of which I had this 
inſerted, that Prins © Henry gave the firſt encourage 
ment to the Prince Eletor to attempt his Siſter, def 
ring moreto head an Army in Germany, than he durſt 
make ſhew of, and would nodoubt haye been bravely 
followed. That his thoughts flew high, hundreds of 
his Seryants are yet in being ro witneſs , together 
with the love he ſeemed to bear his Siſter, before his 
Brother 5 whom he would often taunt till he made him 
weep, telling him be ſhonld be a Biſhop, a Gown =_ 
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he fitteſt to hide his Legs, ſubje&t in his Childhood to 
becrooked. Nor did all this put together lengthen 
his life in the deſires of many. Beſides, 1 have been 
told rhat Sic Walter Raleigh did mediate his favour 
by a Diſcoarſe he ſent him, proving no War could be ſo 

or advantagiou for England, as one with 
Spain , mo 9p Sgt it many Realons and Examples, 
as well out of the prattice of the late Queen, as his 
own Experience: no Prince elſegbeing able to pay 
far, or bear the expence of a Royal Navy, which 
once in a year he would without queſtion accom- 
pliſh by our intercepting ſome or moſt part of the 
Flae Fleet , all Nations beſides being but Sea Ped- 
lars. Wherefore if Philip the ſecond cut off bis own 
bopeful and only Son Charles, for but pitying the 
people of Flanders; it can be no wonder he ſhould 
promote the deſtruCtion of a Stranger that did lo far 
wplaud the advice of Raleigh, as to ſay No King but 
bw Father would keep ſuch a Birdin a Cage. But to leave 
this to the faith of Poſterity that ſhall have nor 
only the opportunity to ſee, but the liberty ro judge 
of the moit probability in every Relation; the acti- 
ons of Kings being written in ſuch dark Characters, 
and relating to ſo many ſeveral ends, as they are 
not ealily deciphered ; 1 ſhall return to the German 
fairs, towards which had England contributed 


ionably to the Head of an Union, it may be 
plume from the King of Swedens ſucceſs, who 
at the beginning no ſuch advantages to rely 

on, that the eclipſing, if not the ruine of the Houſe 
of Auftris had not been adjourned to ſo long a 
day. And he that ſhall turn over the Adviſo's of 
thoſe times, may without any danger or much trou- 
ble find what Opinion the Germans had of us, and 
In how great adiſaray it caſt their proceedings, when 
the ſinalneſs of the Lord Yeres Forces were known , = 
when

when they read a Commiſſion only inabling him to dy 
nothing, they apprehended themſelves, ſome our of 
malice betrayed,others that knew the temper of King 
James better, were ſo charitable as to impute it to the 
true cauſe, which was his fear, upon whoſe Alcar he wa 
not only ready to ſacrifice his preſent honour and fy 
rurc ſafety, but the blood of thoſe he tiles, in all his 
Manifeſto's, bis deareſt Children. 

46. For after hiS®daughter, and the Eleftor were 
crowned King and Queen of Bohemia, they loſt roge 
ther with this ſhadow all her ſubſtance,and what he was 
for ſo many deſcents born to; the Palatimate at the Bat 
rel of Prague, where few blows were dealt on the El 
ttors (ide, reported to be fo mad as to think the Souldier 
would venture his Life in a Cauſe where he whom it 
moſt concerned was afraid to hazard his money : It be- 
ing then roo late ro ſpare, when Honour and Fortune 
lye at the ſtake. By which this miſerable Prince did not 
only loſe what he might have poſſibly gained, but moſt 
of the wealth he delired to fave : no Paſſions teing ob 
ſerved ſo incompatible with ſucceſs, as when Ambition 
like that of Galba's, is found in a covetous nature ; by 
which the Souldier is not ſeldom tempted out of di 
dain to quit his own Poſt, and adhere to a Party he oe 
ver did, till the diſcovery of this baſe humour, aftet > 
well as that he deſerts. Nor is it likely any ſhould prob 
per (eſpecially in a Field-expedition )) agaiaſt the 
Houſe of Auſtria, that is not as prodigal of Gold a 
Blood ; it having been the late practice of this wik 
Nation to obtain Vitory through the Mediation of 
Money and Policy, rather than Strength ;, leaving a6 
thing to Fortune but what ſhe muſt needs : which may 
ſupport the validity of their Opinions that think t 
Spaniard leaſt impregnable at Sea, where he hath nt& 
ther time nor opportuaity to corrupt, &c.

47. Sir Richard Weſton, ſince Treaſurer and Earl of 
Pertland, was when they looked for an Army ſent to

Oſt Philoſophy lies clouded by Diſputes, 
and the e Magiſterial Determinations 
of the Schools,trom whence it hath till 
of late, been thought preſumption to 
appeal; though mamfeſt Errors do 

appear in whar they have already judged : and many as 

material things palled by under ſilence or reſtraint, that 
cannot be denied as fitto be known. Nor are any ſo like- 
ly to diſcover new Truths as fuch as march by thewſelves 
and out of the beaten track of others. Curious Ideas being 
like Precious Stones, ſooner ſtumbled upon and found in 
places leaſt looked for, than ſtarted by the Direttion of 
any that went before ; who have left only d:ſconrage- 
ment, Or at leaſt but a negative, or ſuch a perplexed know- 
ledee, as renders their underſtanding that Felt in it, more 

- ar and gloomy than the molt ſtupid ignorance it 
elf, 

Which together affords me cauſe enough to think 
our rare * [nventions and pregnant wits ſtifle their own 
© natnyal fertility throurh a too long an1 frequent commerce 
M m 3 * with 
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© with Books, not ſeldom of a contrary complexion and 
© file tothe Readers : yet forced out of Cuſtom to be con+ 
© verſant in them. By which he is brought 0 ſt ammer 
and become fo diffidene of himſelf ( ſuch Learning ly. 
ing in Memory the moſt pedantical part of Knowledge ) 
as he dares not deliyer his own Opimion out of reverence 
to Antiquity Or any Authors elle, but in the ſame word: 
hc finds it written. The doting upon Foreign Authoruy 
keeping us ſtill at a ſtand : like the Body of Foabs Bro- 
ther, beyond which the Iſraelites would not pals, out cf 
a vain reverence to their General. 

And thus all further ' proſecution of Knowledge and 
Conqueſt Twver len: rance 1s obſtruſted, and Scholars ricd 
to cl1yvate and conhne their Travels within the Circuit 
of a barren Wilderneſs, ſtocked with wſig mficant terms, 
and 1uch crabbed alluſions and improbable [4 oncluſcons, (30 
have no better Plea for their Authority than the exorb:. 
tant veneration Which Tradition rather than Aerit, 
hath awarded Antiquity above the equal, if not better 
Tudgments found in owr Are. Nor is there hope of any 
further or more : ; q'y Prog ef; Bill thile rorten Carcaſſes 
be removed out of the way, or covered from thcir Eycs 
chat want not Hearts and abilities ro jog on better 
without them 

The firſt Man could have at the beginning but this 
advantage of a Child, that his Organs were immediately 
futed and prepared to recerv7, no lets tlian retain Know 
ledge. Which in an Infant are obſtrutted through want 
of room, Or t00 great a redundancy Of phlegm Or mor 
'THYC. 

For if Adam was forniſhed with more, it muſt be ſs 
2ernatural, and fo far above humane apprehention, as 
it is to imagine how he ſhovld know bis Goods, or the aſe 
of what he never had ſeen or rried, unleſs we conceive 
1e bronoht an 1ventory or Herbal into the World with 
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Wherefore according to humane underſtanding, 
Reaſon like Fire was at the begining but a Spark, till 
through a confluence of all events happenable ro Man, 
it received augmentation, as the other did from the ſup- 
plement of Matter 5 and having once cavght Paper, did 
illuminate the World. 

Now though ſo much Knowledge is not unlikely to 
be found in the Crearwre, as that with the ſame advar- 
rages to increaſe it,they might become more intelligent 
than ſtill to remain Slaves : Yet 1 find room for a Qure- 
rie, * Whether this defett ( if capable of that Title) 
* doth not proceed rather from the want of Sreech, than 
* perception? Or whether Humanity that arrogates ſo 
* high, as to proclaim ut ſelf Lord over all, may nat be 
Ft found in ſome Perſons \and Places (as it might nor 
* impoſlibly have been in the reſt) /rrtle more ratiq- 
v nal, had it not greater ſtock of Experiments, to traffich 
* with than every reſpettive individual 1s able toglean up of 
© himſelf ? Our advantages proceeding from Commerce, 
whole Wheel once ſet a work did quickly inanifeſt on 
wich {ide Gain or Loſs lay, the primirove Knowledge of 
Good and Evil, and before whole door Sir was firſt 
found. 

And this inſpeition into thires at the beginning dim 
and modeſt, hrcame by handing from one generation 
to another, fo huge a Moran in their eſtimation who 
preſumed ro have made a full and exact Swrocy of the 
Land of Knowledge ;, that with the Gyants of old, 
they did not only rant it over mens Perſon; and Conſcs- 
ences, by proportioning what extent of Worſhip beſits 
ted the Gods, but erected their Pi//xrs upon the borders 


them; though found in other d4eſer:ptjous and relations 
very falſe, by mulvplying fach-poor advanra7es as man 
hath acquired, and depreſſins rreater which do naturally 
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belong to the Creature, who is infpired with the fame 
breath, inhabits the lame Earth, is more bealthfal and 
ſtrong ;, only he ſeems to come ſhort in Reaſon. The 
Origjnalof which I ſhall make my further endeavour to 
diſcover. And it it ny in the abſtra# more advent. 
tiow than nataral, and leſs beneficial than the Senſes, up- 
on whoſe raine ſhe hath built her foundation, | hope it 
may hold forth an Uſe of humylity unto us, if not move 
pity towards the Creature, who the Apoſtle juſtly faith, 
groan: for its Deliverance. 

It is on all hands confeſſed without the leaſt whiſper 
of Contradittion, that * laxuriow, idle and vitiow Na 
© tjons are moſt pregnant and happy in the richeſt Endew- 
© ments of themind. And that «t # ordinary with diver: 
* in Ecſtaſies, Feavers, acute Diſeaſes, and during the 
* forms of Love, Fear, &C. to have their Inventions ſoar 
* bigber than in 4 more entire Health they have been found 
© after able toreach. From whence it is deducible, that 
Roqjon ( for ought we know ) may be but the ef: of 
rhole corporeal infirmitzes from which without queſtion 
It receives Augmentation, Since Wiſdom is not found 
frequently mingled with frengeh and beauty, The richeſt 
endowments wnſophiſticared Nature appears to own in 
all things living beſides ; whereas ſome,if not the gene- 
rality of men outwardly crooked and deformed utter In 
vertions moſt neatly compoſed. The loſs and defett in one 
external Senſe or Part making a treble compenſation in 
the mind; contrary to Beaſts, amongſt whom thoſe of 
the exatteſt Features are molt wſeful and docile.

Credir of all things found Uſeful or Deſtruitive to her 
wn, or the General utility : And, where ſhe can bring 
a the leaſt Colour for 5t ro paine, what is neceſlary to 
Commerce, with the grateful Approbation of Religion 
And to render the Contrary in the Dark Senſe, and 
Black Charatters of Hell. Allowing all Supports 
u Decent and quadrating with the Beaxty of Holineſs, 
though Above or Againſt the Lights of Reaſon, it found, 
any way requiſite, to ſuſtain Government. Of ſuch force 
B Cftome, that it is able, through the Aſſiſtance of

Now, though it may be no Indiſcretion in 2 Patients 
to ſuffer himſelf for his Recovery, to te deluded by his

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Nicety, to ſwallow more Drugs, and in greater Quan 
tities than is unayoidably necellary, nay appear a 
Madneſs, ariling from the more Dreasfal, than Dange 
row Phantaſms muſtered up by the Famer v1 4 lormeriy.

Now to ſhew, how Policy, no leſs than Relsgion, 
impoſeth upon frail Hamany, in both the fore-mes. 
tioned particulars (Though to the apprebenſion o 
Senſe, abiclutely repwgnant one to the other ) they ate 
ſiruated as near Damnation, that appear over-daring 
in the proſecution of provate Revenge ;, as fuch who 
out of Remiſneſs, and Fear, betr ay the Cauſe of their Coun 
ry; in defence of which, is laced, under all Profeþ- 
ſons extant, the Higheſt ſtep of our Duty to God and ow 
Neighbour. Which cannot be denyed to ſtand ſurthe 
remote in Nature, than what really Concerns Or ſelver. 
found recorded 10 Job, by the Dewl; afar Antrxents 
Philoſopher than the ſo mach venerated Ariſtotle. From 
whence we may conclude, © T hat Reſolution and Dread 
* inſtuuted by Nature at firſt, for the Vindication and ſafey 
© of every reſpettvve Indovidual, are ſmce Tyranny and 
© Propriety have forced w tnto Communaltzes, reduced 
* by Common Conjent of Law, and Conveniency un 
© publick ſtock, for the Preſervation of All. So a 
© we are ſuſſered, to own no more in reference to on 
© felves, than Prudence us able to filch out of the Treaſury > 
© the State: and that upon no lighter a Penalty, than 
Law doth inflict : which found too dimſighted to 
penetrate further, than External Evidence Cat 
reach; Religion, whoſe Reſults, (and thoſe no weak 
ones ) lye in Conſcience, lupplics the place of a —_ 
Cunard, 
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Guard; Brandiſhing like the Angel in Paradiſe, the 


flaming ſword of Hell: Which operates more or leſs, up. 


on the Afettions, proportional to the Tinfture,received 
from Education. Not ſeldome Proof ( as we find in 
Hereticks ) againſt the Diftates of Reaſon her ſelf, No- 
thing being bardey to be loft, or convinced of Falſhood 
than Opimons fucked in with the Nurſes Afilk. And 
this may raiſe an Vſe of Cantion, in relation ro what 
we call Paſdlanimity, and Falow. Which in a Nas 
tral and primitive ſenſe, lignifie only Evaſion. And 
where that will not ſerve in order to our own Prefer- 
vation, a vigorous and ſtout Reſiftance to the loſs of Life 
it ſelf, as is manifeſt in every Creature, in the abſence 
of hope ; and therefore impoſſible to be found Want- 
ing, in the pure and wnſuborned Nature of Min. And 
ſo in the primitive Conſtruftion uncapable of any Fo- 
reigner Interpretation, than what is deducible from 
our judgment, withour reference to Fame, or Reward. 
Terms antelligible, during the Original Felicity : 
And before the Thirſt after Generation had ſwell- 
ed the World, into fuch an Ocean of Inhabitants, as 
could not be kept within the Compaſs of Moderation, 
but by Mounds and Banks; in the making of which 
all things are employed that own the power ro Terrific 
or Flatter the Rabble into Obedience, without bearing 
any Nicer Reſpett, to ſingle Individuals, than through 
Evading, or Over ruling, the Law, Power Or Priu« 
dence is able to purchaſe ro themſelves, by Maſtering, 
Flattering, Or Contemming publick Fame. After which, 
it may be ſometimes leſs policy to run, than not 
to be. too greedy, to give it welcome when it 
courts us : Opinion being a Bird oftner catchrt by Chance, 
than Endeavour. Nor ſhall any one that carries her 
on his Piſs ever want ervy, or ſcratching by others. 
And he that hath but the Paricnce, ro attend good or 
had report tothe end of the race, (hall obſerve them like 
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Cocks to change their Odds : one wnlacky blow being, able 
to depreſs more, and draw a greater concourſe of A 
bettors to the other ſide, than Twenty as ſtrong and 
probable Endeavours, without Succeſs, can poſlibly ad. 
vance. Or, it this fail, the Gameſters toperther with 
what they ſtrove for, will by the hand of Time, be laid 
in Oblvien, Whereas the real Wounds, and feniible Is 
cormveniences accruing from a too ſerious Arrention, and 
exact obſervance of the yarious Cadences of the Trum- 
pet of Fame, ſubjet to be put out of Tane, by the 
change of every Blaſt, do not only excecd the Cure of 
the Chirwrgeon, but all endeavours to that of Wiſdom it 
ſelf. Nor Policy any cheaper traſh to load the op- 
ite Scale withal, than Horner and Titles, which 
ike Horſe Bells, only affeft the Ear, as Diamonds do the 
Eyes ;, increaling, rather than lellening the Barthen of 
Life * which, with its Concomitants, Emvy, Danger, 
and 7eraleyſie, ſignifies nothing, ionable at leaſt, to 
what the Pwrchaſe requires; Seldome enzoy'd of the 
Owner long,without Controverſie , unlels by dying in pe 
ſeſſion he curs off all contrary Claws. Wherefore ſuch as 
have the Dexterity, to paſs their Dayes, at the leaſt 
Expence of T and Corvemency,may be truly ſaid to 
hwband Doſcretion beſt Nor are they likely to be miſled 
in ſuch a vaſt xumber of Fools and Madmen, as are daily 
obſery'd, to ſacrifice their own Eaſe and content to 
promote the Ambition and fmall PFlers of Orhers: 
Grounding their Hopes upon thoſe that have no Aſſes 
rance Themſclves. But this runs fo contrary to the 
grain of Prattice, as it may not unpoſſibly, ſet ſuch 
Teeth on Edge, as are able through Detraltion, or Power, 
to blaſt the Author of this Advice.

The one ſtill thinking it honou- 
rable to preſerve and advance what the other eſteems 
falſe to ſuppreſs and deſtroy. And this Raleigh was often 
heard ro lay, he did not apprebend, before his Genize 
had dictared it to him, as he came in a Beer from the 
execution of the Earl of Efex, which was done at the 
Tower, Nor could the wiſct of his endeavours 
tree him from the dire eFett:; of this Portent, or to name 
« more properly, a neceſlary cauſe of ſuch events, as 
4d after beftall him. 

The Death of Efer, like a Melancholy cloud, did 
ſhade the proipect of ber peoples afteCtion, from being 
fo dilcernable at the fhurrng of ber Days, as it was du- 
rang the Dawning and Afrridian of ber Reign. Yet it 
Effex had been try'd by a Peerage of Grab, the would 
have paſſed a like Senrence upon him, or Mo- 

to contempt. Wherefore Pradence cannot lay 

the fault at the door of ber Faſtree, bur the if manage- 
ment of her Afercy, as not knowing how to imploy it, 
toward the beſt advantage of her future affairs. Bur 
ther an [wpeartial Refletion made, in reference to pri» 
vate perſons, averſneſs rowards any apprehenſion of 
dfelt, we may pollibly learn to wonder, why ſhe made 
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no better proviſion againſt comrempr, till char bouy a meer 
ſtranger to this Princeſs, who had all her fails coutine- 
ally hll'd with flarrery or facceſs. 

Now to vindicate her Afajeſty from the obvious of 
perſion | have fo often heard her pradence upbraided 
withal, (tor negleCting the Iraban mode quite, in the 
removal of Aary the Scottiſh Qacen, and Dowager of 
France, fo much the more andecert, as the hand of a 
Hangman is leis boneurable than that of a Phyſician.) 
I may fay, That fince thoſe, who for their ewn ſake 
as well as their Sovereigns, thought it not (aſe to be left 
undone, wanted the $kill or ſpirit to do it a clandeſtine 
way, it was more diſcretion than folly to refaſe czecting 
one fo ancauth her felf;, ſuch a being ealicr learned 
than forgerren, and might have been alter ward prattifed 
to her perſonal diſadv e, 

Andif reports On all s were not miſtaken, little 
thanks is due to thoſe who made the Nation acceſſary 
through this folema Tryal to the Death of his Afotber 
they meant next to ſet up- Nor can an undoubted de- 
fire in the Scots to have her removed, the betrer to faci- 
litate the Succeſſion of their King (who did more indulge 
his Patience than Honexr, in paſling «rrevenged thole 
heaſe:,fprinkled by ber blood) juſtife their diſcretion: hat 
could not but know all Oblsg ation was more likely to be 
loſt in the ſhame, than found in any grateful acknow- 
ledgement of ſuch attions as theſe, And if their Poſterity 
taſte of the like Fuſtice, they may ſacrifice repentance 
to ſuch nets, as themſelves ſpread to enſnare this 
Queen firſt, and then Eſſex 5, the fault of the laſt being 
in reference to the Innocent driving on the deſign, 2s 
far below ſach ſeverity, as the Hajeſty of the other was 
above #. 

Nothing commends the goodneſs of Queen Ebzabeth: 
Reign more, than that ſhe and her Subjetts ſhould have 
one & the lame Afimon, as happened in Effex 1 _— 
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the barred of the people, proved after an undoubted 
conſequence of her Saccefſers Love, remaining no leſs 
confident of the choice of the one, than diffiders 
of the others. Ihe Qaren wanting NO medan tO 
interpole between ber and their ſary: from whence 
grew a confidence, that ſhe would not countenance an 
vaworthy man. Neither was it a {mall advancement to 
this general complyance, that the people appeared not 
atthe coſt to raiſe him. It being the cuſtome of this 
thrifry Prince, to let her Favourites rafte, nor ſurfer, on 
the wealth of the Nation, conveying her Largeſſes by 
Spoons, not Bucket: : The names of Adonopokes, and exe 
trajudscial Taxes, not being intelligible to experience 
all her days. Neither were her cars ſtopped againſt her 
peoples complaint:, ever thought by her juſt, and fo 
fit to receive a preſent redreſs ; the cauſe her Parliaments 
were no further inguiſaxve than ſhe was pleaſed to in» 
form them. 

Had her Saccefſor retained the like eAſoderation, 
the power of our Repreſentative had never fallen un« 
der the mwallearion of lo exteniive a diſpute, which bath 
raiſed mens minds up to ſo imperuous a Billow, 
as it is queſtionable, whether that which ſupported her 
power, may not through a contrary application azrerly 
raine thoſe may fucceed. Queen Elizabeth being not 
only fortunate in her conduCt at home, but able to diffuſe 
peace and plenty over ſuch Neighbour-Nations, as ſhe 
was adviſed by true Reaſon of State,tomaintain in ſfrengeh 
and goed plighe, Not ſutable to the late practice of a 
Prince that tirſt brake with Spain, then France, and after 
was hardly reſtrained from kindling a tre in the Nether- 
lands, which lies in a manner in the boſom of England. 

Now 1 ſhould conclude here, but that 1 rnd Sir Hen- 
9 Wootron ( late Provoſt of Eaton, and a long time be- 
ore Ambaſſadouy with rhe molt liluſtrious State of '7- 
mice) hath publiſhed a m_ icript among!t his friends, 
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and may ſince be made more general; where he offers 
to compare the Duke of Buckingham with the Earl of 
Eſſex ;,, much to the diſadvantage of the latter, who 
laying this action by, did never own the doing any 
thing ſo wigratefal, as might make hun fear the anger, 
or beg the favour of a Parkament, much leſs owe his 
Life to the diſſolution of one already called. He is not 
charged with many deeds of improbuty, unleſs Wowen be 
calt upon his account, not in Jſt:ce to be done, the 
ether (ſtanding by. The awe he bare to the Religion 
then profeſſed was diſcernable by his death z; which in 
the opinion of many reached ſomething below the Garb 
of a Souldier ;, ſo buſic are Criticks ( that like Flics ſpare 
nothing favours of Fame or Infamy ) to the Grave it 
ſelf. That he was thought no inſtrument of Twany 
or Oppreſſion, appears manifelt, in the Monument of 
Love, remains ſtill undemoliſhed in the hearts of moſt 
Engliſh-men : whereas the Dake retains the general tin- 
Cture of, &c. Nor can his well known bounty to 
Friends and Servants expunge it, becauſe drained trom 
the people, or taken out of the publick Treaſure, it not 
from the general ſafety of the Nation, Whercas Eſſex 
obliged his Confidents out of his own Store, or by other io 
1nnocent ways, as the Swbjeft had no juſt cauſe to be icau- 
Calized ar it. 

The Earlsnatural parts were as good as the Dukes, 
his Learning and Birth higher, the one being of an ho- 
noxrable, the other at beit but of a Gentile extrattion. 
Nor can fo inconſiderate an altion, that in charity rather 
deſerves the title of a Riot, than of a Treaſon, come up 
to ſo great an mgratitude and indignity to the Nation 
as Buckinghams Proceedings at Rechel, calculated alter 
the French account, the fur of which 1 leave for more 
voluminous” Pens to caſt up; only I ſhall aſſume the 
boldneſs ro fay, that the Dake ſhewed no leſs folly 
'N acciw/ating fo great a hatred of the people, _ 
Eſſex 
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Eſſex did in mſapplying their Love. And if his ſhadows 

were left exact to polterity, he wasnot behind him in 

handſomneſs, the ſole and primary cauſe of Fillers ads 

vancement. Only in this Eſex came ſhort,in having a 
Miſtreſs would be attentive to Reaſon, from whence 10- 
ever it came, whether through the Organs of Friendſbip 
or Malice. Whereas the Dukes fortune depended on two 
Princes, that in reference to their own weakneſs or his 
ſtrength,remained deaf to all complaints elſe,but what were 
prelented through bis own mediation,or thole of his Crea» 
tres, with which he was ever made firſt acquainted,un- 
der no ſlighter a penalty rhan his diſpleaſure, fo much 
more heavier than the Kings, as his memory was better, and 
untereſt more. 

Concerning their Deaths, 1 can atteſt, the Dukes did 
occaſion no leſs joy,than the other did ſorrow, not match- 
ed by the faddelt accident did happen in Qucen Eliz.a- 
beths reign , nonot if her Death be caſt in, though de- 
plorable enough, as 1 have often been informed by thoſe 
did approve the ſentence, but not the fo ſudden execution 
of it. Nor was the Hangman reported to be willingly 
hired to do it; whereas Felton ſeemed to be :nſpired 
by ſome Demon, if not the Genizs of our Nation. 

This had not been ſaid, but in vindication of that, 1 
never found caule yet to queſtion the truth of, and to 
vawarp their judgments ( if any ſuch be ) that may 
be drawn alide, by the goodneſs of Sir Henry Woetrons 
parts, in Knowing mens opinions, much contaminated 
by his too over-zealous celebration of this Man, as may 
be ealily found in the Records of Parliament, to which 
| refer the Reader, together with what | have ia this 
behalf written. 
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Some Advantages may be deducible 
from Court-FaGtions. 


T: may be thought I hope no leſs ;mpertinent, than 
what went before, if according tro my rambling Me- 
thod, I ſhall drop ſome conjeCtures in reference to a 
benefit may redound to the Subjef# from Court Fattion: : 
Ali which #1 concluſion will reach the Prince, who 
cannot be ſafe and happy, it his People live miſerably ; 
not likely to be ayoided, where preferments depend 
wholly upon the mediation of a ſingle and wncontrolable 
party, In which caſe the oppreſſed have no power for the 
preſent to appeal to. The cauſe our later Parliament: 
have been peſtered with clamours and complaints, ſeldom 
if ever heard of in the golden days of Queen Elizabeth. 
And from whoſe root ſprung thoſe branches of miſery, 
by which the greateſt feliciry any Nation ever enjoyed, 
is become over- ſhadowed, ſo that the derettion of cor- 
ruption in Officers, and the gratification of the malice of 
ſome, and ambition of others, in their expulſions and 
puniſhments, gave them at laſt the boldneſs to queſtion 
the intregrity of the Crown. 

Divers perſons of equal authority, though both wicked, 
do in experience produce more juſtice than a greater probs- 
ry in a ſingle Indrvidxal, hath been ( at leaſt in theſe 
depraved Ages) heard tO pronounce + For though Bris 
bery cannot be denied a deflowerer of equity, yet re- 
maining more palpable in reference to derettion, it may 
por 
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not happily be of ſo bad a conſequence, as the cffets of 
the more uneaſily deteted propenſities, found to fol- 
low the inclinations of love, fear or hope: as it is eaſily 
deduced from the praitice uſual in private Families, 
where a great advantage accrues to the firſt Delator,and 
prejudice to the party accuſed , It not lying in the ſtrength 
of Vertue, if in any agility of defence, to keep a-perion 
mmacxlate from rhe blurs of Calmmny, for want of 
proof, or an indifſerent ear, which ſuperlative Powers 
cannot be at leiſure to afford. Nor is the advan- 
tage to be drawn from two equal Cabals, better diſcer- 
ned, than by comparing the tempers of K. Fames his 
Parliaments with thoſe holden under the Qaeen ;, for 
the firſt, being wholly led by a ſingle and paſſionate af- 
fett;on to one Minion, lived to Ton ncver a tolerable 
Miniſter relating to the Crown, or any in Authority ſo 
reſolute as not to prefer the Favourites command before 
bis Maſters, as eltceming the frown of the laſt more 
deadly. Now the buge rate ſet upcn places of Fudicature, 
tanght Zudges to fell their Yotes,and Peopleto complain : 
Who by devouring of inſtruments, came at laſt io well 
acquainted with their own ſtrength, as not to ſpare the 
prone ipal and furſt cauſe. One ks ever crouding room 
for a greater, if not a more wnreaſonable demand. 
Whercas ſuch inſtruments of State as Queen Elizaberh 
had uſe of, being frained through the double and con- 
trary intereſts of a divided Party, NO vertue Was excluded, 
or vice admitted, any way beneficial, or of preju. 
dice to Prince or People ; contrary to the cuſtom of 
later Times, wherein the moſt probable deſigns were 
pinched and miſcarried, through the ſmalneſs of their 
parts were imployed to kyep them on foor. No more 
folid Reaſon appearing in the advancement of the moſt, 
but mony or favour ;, as no queſtion will be found in- 
ſtanced in a prodigi0u9 mumber Of examples, when time 
ſhall haye purchaſed impunity for the manifeſt ation of 
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truth ;, not ſo likely to have proved the reſult of a & 
vided Court where the creatures of one were the enemie® 
of another, no leſs powerful, and ſo they both became 
liable ro accuſation, or capable of defence. And from 
the ſparkles of this claſhing, not only perſons and 
2Qtions,buc the Queens Councils came to be refined from 
the ruſt andCankers that after grew through the cor- 
ruption of forezpn Coin, no leis current at Conye all my 
time,than pieces of two and twenty ſhillings, Zacobuſes 
themſclves. Now though Afenarchy may ( whether 
cu" Of perfettion or defett, | ſhall not here diſpute ) 
mat of rhis Recipe, it {ſeems dangerow, if not mor. 
tal, "Ty | 10 2 freer Government, where the leaſt 
{.::n0 152 ſtep towards Tyranny : the weakeſt part being 
:tO call, as a potent neighbour May be to come and 
4(//7, upon 10 advantagiou an errand. All diſparities or 
contentsons, but meerly rational, and in reference ro an 
wnverſal welfare, tending to popularity and diſunion, 
wheretore above all things to be avoided. Nor is any 
near dependance upon a foreign Prince,more mighty than 
themſelves,compatible with Laberty : which renders lending 
of valt ſums little leſs dangerous than borrewing. And 
tarough winch the Catbelsck King may one day attain 
Genoa, it being natural to all Creditors to favour their 
deligns that owe them money, 11 hope of payment ;, and 
ſo become Traitor: to the generalny,out of the deſire of 
a particular reimbur ſment. Such folly lies in many Citizen! 
as they prefer deftrution in groſs, before the hazard of 
their provate intereſt; 

But when Power is monepolized in a fongle perſon, 
Fattion can be no more ſpared than an eye Or an er. 
Kings for the generality, out of sgnorance in the World, 
if not for want of wit, or too much Flattery, being un- 
able to value what they give or recerve;,, or whether 
they gratifie or depreſs Vertie or Vice, eſpecially if 
they have no other information but what is dednced from 
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: Eſſays. 
a Minion, whoſe judgement is no leſs clouded through 
Pride, than bu is by «ffettion, and a ſuppoſition of worth 
and abzlirves not really preſent; Such Servants owning 
contrary intereſts to their Maſters, who by bearing the 
charges of thole felies they daily commir,do not ſeldom 
prove Bankruprs themſelves of all ought to be eſteemed 
dear in Soveraignty. 

Nor are thoſe fingle Truſtees of the Royal aſſent, 
found by praftice 10 imperrsal in the diſtributioa of 
rewards and puniſhments, but that they diminiſh by the 
firſt, no leſs their Princes Love,than they avgwent in the 
latter the Peoples batred ;,, which an even debate would (o 
far moderate, as to give ſuch ſatisfattion as might 
preſerve the generality in obedience, by nothing ſo ſoon 
forfeited, as a continued ſucceſſion Of cruel puniſhments, 
and anjuſt cenſures. | remember after Felcow had given 
the fatal blow to George Duke of Buckingham, one 
Savil a luſty Fellow, formerly burn in the ſhould»

But the concluſion of the 
fore-mentioned prudent Lord was to prove, that of all 
puniſhments, death was ſooneſt ſorgotten 1, whereas Whip 
ping and Pullory were always remembred : from whence 
Governours may obſerve, that the greateſt cruelty u exer- 
ciſed by Subjett; have bad their foundations laid in pity. 
Nor can this digreſſion be thought impertinent, by 
thoſe ſhall conſider that fuch exerbiran and wimatural 
repcritions of Puniſhments, were ſtrangers during the 
domination of rwo equal Fatt:ons, Through the percul- 
hon of which, like Flax and Steel, all things came to 
hght, which theſe Pleas might advance, or eclipſe the 
glory of the Prince,

a Nephew : Forgetting the whole management of the 
Church was not left to Saint Jobn; nor the wiſe Conclave 
ſwayed by his Holineſs Kindred, who being encircled on 
all ſides with enemies, and deſtiture by reaſon of his 
elettrve honour of any hereditary friendſbip, cannot in rea- 
ſon provide better for his ſafery,againſt the dangers have 
for many Ages waited upon the Table and Cap of the 
Pope, than by railing a perſon to lo high a digmry about 
him, as may tranſcend any preferment; likely to be offer- 
ed by an exemy. The caulc he that is ſtiled his Nephew, 
values bs preſervation equally with bi own. And he 
that ſhall yet ſeek further ſarssfaF:on, may find it in the 
unhappy management of fuch Princes affairs as have 
ſuffered themſelves to be ingrolled by Afenions, taken 
only upon the bare recommendations of their private Af- 
feltions. 


It is the condition of thoſe in Pow- 
er to be guided by Servants. 


Hey fay of the Whale that ſhe is ſteered in her 
courſe through the guidance of a far ſmaller Fiſh, 

and a leſſer than that is reported to alter the Natural 
gale of a Ship, looked upon as wonders in the deep, 
though ſew things are more wſual & ng Land. 
All our State- Leviathans being fo tar guided by their 
Servants, Wives, Miſtreſſes, or Favourites, that in a true 
ſenſe there is no Afonarcby, all things for the molt part 
ſucceeding according to the perſwaſwons of others, it not 
contrary £© the will of the Prixce: A miſchiet not to be 
quite obviated, bur at the peril of falling into ob/tina- 
cy, ( as great, if not a more prejudicial extream 2" 
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hath any King under my experience, been able to driv*® 
on his Af air: without grating upon one of theſe ex 

ceſſes. So as a Nation like that of Egypr, is not ſeldom 
governed by a Stranger Or a Jew. There being no ſuch 
thing in an enlimired ſenle, as an abſolute Government,or 
if poſlible co be found, it mult be in that as improperly 
ſtiled Free. Which proves there is no real Liberty or 
Fower totally Arbitrary, in the nature of Things. For 
though the «comparable prudence of the Stare of Venice, 
hath compounded for moſt of the erro1-3 commited by 
the Senators of Carthare ;, and Queen ELtaberh ſhunned 
the greateſt Rocks of Tyranny (though as free from com- 
pulſtion,as ever any Prince ſtood ;)yet the Juriſdiftion of 
either was as remote from being purely or totally a- 
folate, as the condition of their SubjeCts is uncapable of 
the name of Freedom. I hey being both too incltimable 
Jewels to be intruſted with paſſion,ſongle,and without any 
mediation from Counſel or Law. 1 confeſs the Grand Sir: 
wior Can ſtrangle whom he pleaſes; but it is ſeldom Cone 
at his own ſuit, no more than any deſert is gratified : | 
my ſelf have known many, io far Strangers to what was 
convenient, as they would ſcarce concede or deny any 
thing out of the prefence of their Seeretary. And this 
procecded not ſeldom from a diſtruſt there was no 
cauſe for ; Maniſeſt in the Earl of Sewerſer, who thouph 
himſelf owner of a competent luftciency, was fo iachant- 
ed with an opinion of Sir Thames Overburies parts, that 
he preferred him from a Servant to ſuch an intimate 
friendſbip, as he could think nothing well educated for 
imployment in his Office, that had not paſled his Cor- 
reftion, nor ſecret ſafe laid up, but in bis Boſe : which 
ſwelled him to ſuch a in Pride, that | have 
heard ( not being my ſelf then near the jp" Court ) 
how he offered to rant at his Servants, did once 
beat the Coachmen, for putting his Commands under an 


inferiour expoſtulation to his Maſters. And __ 
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Eſſays. 
this intolerable arrogance, in him, and remiſsreſs in the 
Earl; the ſparks firſt flew, that kindled the ruine of 
them both : friendſhip being no more able tv maintain 
ts intereſt againſt a femerine Afeition, than fo great a 
Pride was to conhae x felt 'within the tedder of mode- 
ration. The Afinioxs of my time ( an epedenuceadl mil- 
chiet over all the great Nations of Chriſtendom where 
Monarchy ſways } did, daring that Forrane, ſo far 
tranſcend their Parrexs felvewty, as they could gratific all 
the reſt of their paſſions (quite exempe ſrom ſear or dan- 
ger) being ſcreened from both by the perſon of their 
Prince, whom in realon they ought ro deiernd ;, It ha- 
ving been oiten averred in my experience, that all the 
King: | have Koown, were found ro do more for their 
Favearme:,than they could be tempred to have done for 
themſelver. Which may ferve for a proot of this Af 
fer 40n, * | hat the greateſt ave not free, but led in rrumph 
* by the Afeitien; of otbers, through the mediation of their 
* own 1, by which means Women come to Govern, and 
{hildren to diſpoſe of Commun-weatths, And thus the 
hand of Providence, though ſteady in it telf, doth our 
of a Gelire to appar variow (and fo more beauriful ) 
not only remove the great men, but the Pawns to 0c- 
cultly, in this huge Cheſi-board of the World, as they 
leem to our giddy apprehenſions, to be dandled in the 
Lap of o conmpmgot facesſs Though good or bad luck 
are meerly mary, like the Arttick and Amtartick 
Poles on which the World, as on the = ends of an 
Axletree,are feigned to depend. Wherefore the appa- 
rent reaſon why great men are ruled by more obſcure 
Fools, is want of judgement or ſufficiencie. The hidden 
Jaſtice of God upon the Nation in general, or perſons 
in particular; who are naturally eworthy through 
di jence, or have rendred themſclves fo,by a male- 
adminiſtration of Aﬀiirs : The cauſe their Power is 
ſbared with meaner Pcople, firſt ſought to 1 all ſuits

And this Cuſtom hath brought 
into ſuch credit amongſt men, as forgetting how much 
it {ayours of weakneſs, they labour to make it neceſſary 
in the Court of Heaven.
